Hottest November Day Goes 
Out In Storm, Which Will 
Contitue Today. 


MANY OTHER STATES HIT 


Seven Killed by Tornato in Wis- 
consin; Illinois Village 
Suifers. 
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25 BELOW ZERO IN BLACK WILLS 
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Sandwiched in between a sultry day and 8 
snowy, cold night. a terrific wind, rain and 
electrical storm burst over Chicago at 8 
o'clock last evening. 

Blocks of poles and trees were blown 
Gown, frali buildings uppet, service on at 
least two street -car lines discontinued, tele- 
phone and electric light service hampered, 
plate glass windows demolished, and base- 
ments flooded. 

And then, at midnight, came the advertised 
drop in temperature and a snow storm. It 
had been the warmest November day in 
twenty-three years. From @ temperature 
of 74.8 maximum in the afternoon, the mer- 
cury dropped to 26 at 2 o'clock this morning, 
with evidences of a further fall. 


Gale to Continue Today. 

A northwest gale. accompanied with snow 
flurries, is scheduled to eweep through the 
city today, according to Forecaster Cox of the 
weather bureau. It probably will be 20 de- 
grees above zero at church time and 10 de- 
grees above tonight, with Monday fair and 
gontinued cold, 

The drop recorded in a limit of twelve hours 
already noted was 48 degrees. 

„The wind is gradually shitting from weet 
to northwest,’ Forecaster Cox eafd late at 
night. “~The drizzling rein wil) continue 
until the temperature becomes so low that 
snow flurries. will result. I woyldn’t say that 
there tp te be a continued cold snap.” 


l 
Brings Pamagé and Death, 

The storm which Was general thréughout 
thie section of the country was 4 veritable 
tornado in various sections of Ijlinola, Iowa. 
Southern Wisconsin, Michigan, the two Da- 
kotas, Kansas, and other states. 

At least seven persons were killed in 
Rock county, near Janesville, Wis. In the 
village of Virginia, near Springfield, III. 
many of the most. important buildings were 
demolished, includin ; stores, churches, thea- 
ter and city property. Many were injured 
in the swirl of flying timbers, and some of 
these probably will die. 

Six hunters are reported killed at Kosh- 
konong, but this cannot be verified, as all 
wires are down in that direction. 

The heavy wind was accompanied in many 
fegiong with a downpour of rain, and this 
soon turned te sleet and snow, as the tem- 
perature dropped with great rapidity, In 
lowa the mercury went down fifty degrees 
in. a short time, and a driving sleet storm 
tied up street railway and steam traffic in 
many parts of the state, The sudden drop 
in temperature also caused much suffering.

‘CAT HELPS GIRLS 
IN DULL VOCATION 


Dr. Herman Schneider Tells 
Commercial Club Maltese 
Solved Big Problem at 
Piano Factory. 


DECRIES AUTOMATIC TOIL 


Says Enervated Workmen on In- 
crease; Vanderlip Urges Indus- | 
trial Course in Pub- 
lic Schools. 


Cats have many vices and many virtues— 
as their friends and enemies will testify—bdut 
not until last night was it asserted in public 
that feline pets offer complete solution of the 
problem of making content girls who work 
in factories. 

Just put « cat in a warkshop and discon- 
tent among girls ends and production goes 
up.“ announced Dr. Herman Schneider. dean 
of the college of engineering of the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, in an address before the 
Chieage Commercial club at the Blackstone 
hotel. Dean Schneider told of experiments 
which brought forth the discovery. 

“In a certain plano factory,” he said, “a 
number of girls were employed at a most 
automatic piece of work. These employés 
were the most discontented in the firm and 
were constantiy shifting te other ocecupa- 
tiens. Various means such as restrooms and 
decorated surroundings were tried without 
success, 

n last resort the foreman got a fine 
big maltese cat and placed it in the room 
one morning before the girls arrived. This 
solved the trouble completely. 


Takes Attention from Work. 

“The cat compelled rest periode, for every 
now and then it wauld jump into a girl's lap 
and take her attention from her werk fora 
few moments. In this way it relieved the 
tension of high speed and permitted the 
eUmination of fatigue poisons at irregular 
but sufficient intervals. 

“Every Siri planned at home to bring 
something in her lunch basket for the cat 
to eat. 

When girls letf this firm and went else- 
where, where there was no cat, they quickly 
came back. Production increased and peace 
reigned, 1 

The commercializing of a woman's i- 
stinct for a cat. probably energized the work 
10 per cent. It was found also that the in- 
troduction of the cat began to arouse an in- 
terest in the other betterment plana, Which 
had originally faules.“ 

Dr. neider pletured present industrial 
conditions as making workmen mere auto- 
matic adjuncts.” A great perifties in this, he 
argued. 

Make Workmen Automatic. 

“We até putting the brains into the ma- 
chine and into the management office,” he 
said, and mating the workmen a purely 
automatic adjunct. Much of the present 
spirit of industrial unrest is nature's pro- 
test against work without light, physica! and 
mental. 

This purely autometic high pressure work 
in closely crowded rooms is the most ominous 
feature of modern industrialism, ite most 
serious aspect being the effect upon the 
mental development. The monotonous rhyth- 
mie repetitions of the machine's motion and 
the monotonous rhythmic motion of fecding 
the machine produce a hypnotic, deadening 
influence on the mind. 

“ The lower brain centers, controlling hab- 
its, are developed at the expense of the higher 
thinking centers. As the habit becomes in- 
grained, the worker becomes more lethargic 
and automatic, and almost as incapable of 
independent intelligent action as the machine 
itself. 

“Energising work is decreasing; ener- 
vating work is increasing. We are rapidly 
dividing mankind into a staff of mental work- 
ers and an army of purely physical workers.” 

The locomotive engineer. he said, represents 
100 per cent of “energizing work“; the young 
girl in the laundry the zero scale or the most 
enervating work. 


Many Educators Prerent. 

Voeational education was theaubject of the 
evening. The club had fer its guests many 
noted educators, including Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, superintendent of Chicago city 
schools; members of the board of education, 
members of the Illinois Educational commis- 
sion, and teaders in various educational or- 
ganizations. 
| President Frederic A. Delano sald the club 
| had interested itself in industrial education 
in the public schools and had sent Edwin G. 
Cooley, former superintendent of the Chicago 
schools, to Europe to study conditions. Dr. 
Cooley has returned and is now formulating | 
@ report. 

Frank A. Vandertip, a native of NHunots and 
in his boyhood days a machinist’s apprentice, 
now president of the National City bank of 
New York City, was to have been present.

In it Mr. Vanderlip 
ald our present educational system will 
have to be markedly developed before it 
will meet present day conditions.” 

He advocated industrial training in the 
public schools, to reach youths who go thto 
the world after the age of 13-—“as 50 per cent 
do ’"'—without any life training. 

Charles H. Winslow. special agent of the 
bureau of labor, Washington, D. C., urged the 
necessity of industrial education.

“TI am rejoiced to get home from a trip of 
upwards cf 15,000 miles and a visit to about 
thirty states, in ‘Which 1 have had the pileas- 
ure of explaining, from my standpoint, some 
of the important issues of the day te many 
hundreds of thousands of people said the 
president tonight. “I have been meterially 
benefited by the information which I have re.

I am glad also to say 
that although the trip has deen a strenuous

The presidential train has covered more 
than 15,000 miles, and if automobile trips 
were to be included in the calculation the 
mileage easily would top the 16,000 mark. 

The president has delivered close to 860 
speeches, passed through about thirty states, 
and been seen by crowds that Mr. Hilles 
estimates at over 56,000,000 persons.

Health Department Points to 
Antitoxin Stations. 


SAY NO VICTIM NEED DIE.

Claim Situation Well in Hand Despite 
Increase in Cases. 


* 


Although a larger number of cases of diph- 
therta were reported to the health depart- 
ment last week than during the previous 
Seven days, an officia! declaration that the 
situation is well in hand hag been made. 

The weekly report for the week ending on 
Nov. 3 showed 218 cases of the disease, with 
10 carriers found. Last week there were 
224 cases and 145 carriers recorded. Last 
week the deaths totaled twenty-one and the 
previous week twenty-five. 


Spreads at Washington Heights. 

Six new cases of diphtheria developed yes- 
terday morning among the schoo! children of 
Washington Heights, Two indignation meet- 
ings, one of the mothers and one of the fath- 
ers, were held yesterday, wherein the board 
ot education was severely censured and an 
agreement was entered into to keep their chil- 
dren away from the Barnard school for two 
weeks. 

“It ig believed,” said the weekly bulletin 
of the health department issued yesterday, 
“ that with the work nuw being done In eX» 
cluding carriers from the schools so far 
as diphtheria is concerned the situation 
is well in hand and no materia] increase in 
the number of cases is expected 

In spite of this confidence the bulletin de- 
cries the number of deaths as needless ”’ 
and urges that no case should lack the anti- 
toxin treatment now avatlable for all through 
the free stations maintained by the state. 


Antitoxin Would Save Alli. 

The appeal in this direction follows: 
There are by far too many chfidren dying 
from diphtheria in Chicago. That these 
deaths are needless, the department of health 
well knows. More than a decade ago the late 
Dr. F. W. Reilly, then editor of the Bulletin. 
stated that no child need die from diphtheria, 
| provided only antitoxin was administered 
oon enough. 
| “At that time the position taken by the 
department was no doubt a little in advance 
ot that taken by other health departments 
throughout the country, but today medica) 
health officers all over the world know that 
there is an absolute cure for diphtheria, and 
that anti-toxin, properly administered, is 
the cure.

And I feel that 
the proposed monetary system will be preju- 
diced in congress and in the public mind, un- 
less provision is made against this ownership 
of bank stock. 

It is my opinion—an\ I beleve it will be the 
opinion of congress—thet the holding of 
Shares in another bank by a bank that isa 
member of the National Reserve association 
should be prohibited; and that this prohibi- 
tion should be made to apply not only to the 
corporate action of the bank but to action 
by any substitute method accomplishing the 
same purpose.“ 

The statement is a direct shot at the plan— 
now in process of abandonment—of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York to organize 
the £10.000,000 National City company to own 
outside bank stocks. 


Secretary MacVeagh’s Speech. 
Secretary MacVeagh's speech in part was 
es follows: 

“In this campaign for monetary legisla - 
tion emphasis should be laid upon its urgency. 
If the public takes an uncompromising atti- 
tude as to the urgency of the movement the 
battle can be won this winter—and unless it 
is won this winter heaven only knows how 

Jong it will be drawn out. For it is one thing 
for congress to deal with a matter which, 
though important, is not urgent, end it is 
quite another thing for it to deal with a 
matter which is both important and urgent.

be enacted this winter—for there is nothing. 
now in sight, to prevent it except the feeling 
that it can walt. 

“It is fortunate there is already such a 
widespread conviction of the immediate ne- 
cessity of banking and currency reform. It 
is surprising how little disposition there has 
been to quibble, and how much disposition 
there has been to agree and push forward. 
Nevertheless, much depends upon extending, 
as far as possible, the public conviction that 
we must get the reform now. We must accent 
the public demand for immediate action, 


Says Apathy Means Delay. 

Monetary reform has been before con- 
gress for a long time, and the monetary com- 
mission was appointed to do the remaining 
work of investigation and formulation in 
order that congress might be prepared to act 
promptly when the report of its commission 
should be made. And it has set a date for the 
report of the commission. Nevertheless, those 
outside of congress who feel that this legis- 
lation should be had now must give to con- 
‘gress the support of their une qutvocal 
mand. 

It we shall go to our representatives with, 
out an ih belief.in the urgency | 
of the legislation, we shall simply ‘invite fur- 
ther delay and postponement.

They 
have not a responsible or a respectable 
monetary characteristic. They are so cow- 
‘ardly that they run if you raise your finger. 

“There are other large deficiencies that 
I have not time to mention, which complete 
the helplessness of our system. The remedy 
has become plain, simple and easy, and un- 
disputed. It only remains for congress to 
put it into law. 

Under the direction of the commission 
many men contributed toward it, studying 
all the appropriate knowledge of the world in 
order to work out our problems, even before 
the commission's chairman and leader or- 
ganized and formulated his celebrated tenta- , 
tive proposal. And then with remarkable 
practicable wisdom the senator placed his 
tentative plan before the people of the coun- 
try inviting their consideration and amend- 
ment. 

„This judicious course met with such wide- 
spread and almost universal response from 
the press and the public that the final making 

of the plan-the final formation of the scheme 
—was promptly nationalized. And such ga pl- 
tal work resulted, either of seasoned approval 
and commendation or of suggestion and 
amendment, that the plan as it will be pro- 
posed to congress may well be called the prod- 
uct of the national mind. If this plan shall 
be adopted by congress more of the thought 
of the whole nation will have gone to form 
the legislation than has gone toward the 
construction of any other legislation in recent 
times. 
Details Working of System. 

“The pian as it stands today is a wonder- 
fully good one. It provides almost con- 
clusively all the banking facilities that the 
business of the country needs and lacks; and 
it protects itself nearly or quite conclusively 
from all the dangers that anyone, so far, has 
apprehended.

At the same time it is true that these ter- 
rible panics—whose devastations are strange- 
ly inexcusable, wanton and intolerable, and 
which our banking system is so completely 
unfitted to deal with—fall upon the nation by 
permission of the banking system itself. It 
is not too much to say that this system which 
is so helpless in the face of these panics is 
responsible for them. And as long as we 
have the present banking and currency sys- 
tem we shall have panics—and no longer. 
1907 Should Be Warning. 
“Does not this alone creat a state of 
emergency? What doubt is there of the 
urgency of this legislation? Why should it 
take another wasteful and degrading panic 
to impress congress? Why cannot 1907—from 
which the people are still recovering—suffice?

And I feel that the proposed 
monetary system will be prejudiced in con- 
gress and in the public mind unless provision 
is made against this ownership of bank stock. 


Pleads for Broader Scope. 
“Finally, I believe that the national banks 
and all banks should be treated in this new 
law in the most liberal and enlightened man- 
ner, with a view to @ broad and healthy 
banking development both national and in- 
ternational. I would give the banks every 
facility and every opportunity that is indi- 
cated by our own expeérie..ce or the approved 
experience of the world. The banks of the 
nation are of vast consequence to our domes- 
tle business, and under the proposed system 
they will become of far greater domestic 
usefulness. 
“But a sufficient number of men must also 
become more and more closely related to our 
foreign businéss—here and in foreign coun- 
tries. We must have national banking, 
and we must have international banking. 
And this is the time to see to it that every 
legitimate right, privilege, function and op- 
portunity is given avowedly and unequivo- 
cally to all our banks. The tentative plan 
as it now stands has considerably developed 
along this line; but I am by no means sure 
that it has gone as far as it can. At any 
rate, we should see to it now—by one means 
or another—that nothing is left undone to 
enable our banks to become in all respects 
competent to conduct, on the highest and 
broadest principles of banking, our people's 
finances at home and abroad. A bank should 
be limited. strictly and exclusively, to bank- 
ing, but that limit is enough. 


Warns Against Politicians. 


And now before concluding let me refer 
to the threat of danger to monetary reform 
that lurks in the possibility that it may be 
made a partisan issue. I think we may at 
least be reasonably hopeful about that. Cer- 
tainly it will be very unwise practical poli- 
tics for any party or faction to imperil the re- 
form by the introduction of this familiar form 
of embarrassment; for a sturdy conviction is 
general that this great business necessity is 
entitled, after all its painful years of wait- 
ing, to disinterested treatment on the basis 
of its economic merits.

DEBATER SEES END OF GRAFT 


WITH INITIATIVE MEASURE. 


Ald. Thomson Argues with Douglas 
Sutherland Before Marquette Olub 
on Popular Vote. 


Debaters defended and criticiged the initi- 
ative and the referendum at the Marquette 
Ald. Charles M. Thomson 
of the Twenty-fifth ward argued for the 
measures, while Douglas Sutherland; secre- 
tary of the Civic Federation, denounced 


them. 

“It is proposed to give the people a man- 

datory initiative, said Ald. Thomson, not 
simply one that is advisory. It is proposed 
also to extend the referendum to make it 
possible for the people to veto power in any 
case. 
„ There will be two results. Graft and cor- 
ruption will decrease. Of what use will it be 
to get a law passed by means of graft if it is 
known it can be annulled by the people? Of 
what use to blackmail legitimate business to 
prevent laws not desired when the people 
retain the power to veto them?” 

Sutherland said in part: ‘ Direct legisla- 
tion as propos ed today means not government 
by the people and for the people, but gov- 
ernment by volunteers and ultimately for 
volunteers. Instead of giving the people 
more control over legislation, it takes from 
them the power which they now have and 
gives it to self-consatituted legislators whom 
the people do not elect, whom they cannot 
defeat, and over whom they have no con- 
trol. 

„Since the Initiative petition represents 
nothing except the financia! or organization 
strength behind it, and since money can 
alwaye command or create an prganization, 
the initiative will ultimately be an instru- 
ment in the hands of the wealthy rather than 
in the hands of the people

Consolidation Gives 626.000, 000 To- 
tal; 4 Other Institutions Passed. 


Negotiations between interests of the Cen- 
tral Trust company and the Metropolitan 
Trust and Savings bank have about reached 
a satisfactory conclusion. 

The inatitutions probably will be merged 
within a week. It is just three weeks since 
the Central Trust and the Monroe National 
bank directors voted to merge. 

By last month’s transaction the Central 
Trust company acquired about $1,800,000 in 
new deposits. This new merger will add not 
far from $5,000,000, the Metropolitan de- 
positors’ transfer of accounts being assumed. 

This would bring’ the total deposits to 
around $26,000,000, and will place the Centra! 
Trust up several notches in the Ust of the 
larger Chicago banks. 

On the basis of deposits at the last bank call 
the aggregate will pass the Fort Dearborn 
National bank, the National Bank of the Re- 
public, the State Bank of Chicago, the Con- 
tinental and Commercial Trust and Savings 
bank, which have led the Central Trust, and 
will be close behind the National City bans 
and the Hibernian Banking association. Al 
these institution have been close together in 
the amount of deposits.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special. }— 
The department of justice has practically 
completed an investigation ct the vacuum 
heating companies of the country, with the 
result that it has evidence regarding four 


eration. 

These four are the Warren Webster com- 
pany of Camden, N. J.; the Automatic Heat- 
ing company of New York, and the Consoll- 
dated and Illinois Engineering companies of 
Chicago, In the five years they are alleged 
to have been coUperating it is estimated by 
the government investigators they have col- 
lected $4,830,000 in license fees or royalties in 
lese than thirty of the larger cities of the 
country. 

Because of these large royalties and their 
suits against smaller concerns, the govern- 
ment is interested in knowing whether they 
have been using their extraordinary profits 
in an effort to restrain trade. 


Four Have Common Agent? 

The federal agents report that this quartet 
has a common secretary or agent who re- 
celves a report of all sales and gives advice 
on charges to be made. His name ts Robert 
McGantis, with an office on the fifth floor of 
the Royal Insurance building in Chicago. 

One of the officers of the four companies, 
said to be Robert L. Gifford. president of the 
Illinois Engineering company, is reported to 
have given all of the detalis of the system 
employed. He is also said to have asserted 
that the companies have decided to quit their 
codperative plan. 

Roughly speaking, vacuum heating systems 
provide for sucking the air out of steam cols 
and therefore pulling the steam through— 
instead of the old system of forcing the steam 
through the pipes. The principal part of the 
vacuum systems are patented vaives. These 
four companies are said to issue a license, 
which they represent includes their exper* 
engineering service, to use the patents. Then 
the system for a particular büllding is sold at 
a good profit, which consists principally of 
valves. No piping or radiators is included.

figures are said to be sent to Mr. McGantis, 
who suggests the royalty fee which should 
be added. A certain percentage. varying 
from 25 to 33, of the royalties is left with Mr. 
McGantis, and from this fund costs of suits 
against smaller concerns are said to be paid. 
Nearly all of these suits relate to patents. 

The government ts said to have the names 
of a few buildings on which the royalties 
Paid were as high as $20,000, and in a number 
of structures the tax was between $5,000 and 
$10.000. One in the latter class is said to have 
been the new Northwestern railroad station 
in Chicago. 


In this structure it is estimated that a 


reasonable selling price for the devices was 
possibly $1,000 or $1,500, but the license fee 
brought the aggregate to $7,000 or more. 


Estimates on License Cost. 


The government estimate of the approx!- 
mate license. fees paid in the large cities in 
the last four or five years is as follows: 


UVeual Rate of Royalties. 
These figures do not include the prices 


charged for the heating appliances installed. 


The rate of royalty usually followed is 10 
cents a square foot of radiation on all jobs 
of less than 10,000 square feet, 8 cents on 
jobs between 10,000 and 20,000 square feet, 
and 7 cents on jobs involving more than 
20,000 square feet. 

The inquiry was started, it is said, be- 
cause of an experience of the federal gov- 
ernment itself in the construction of the 
naval training station in Chicago. The gov- 
ernment ‘always declines to pay for royalties 
on anything, and did in this case. The Noel 
Construction company of Baltimore had 2 
general contract and a naval engineer named 
McKay was on the ground looking after 
the government’s interest. 

The vacuum heating system purchased was 
the Van Auken, owned by the Consolidated 
Engineering company of Chicago, of which 
Byron E. Van Auken is secretary. McKay 
is sald to have discovered that valves in one 
building cost $5, while the same valves in 
another building cost $10, and he wanted to 
know the reason for the wide difference in 
price. 

The leaders in the vacuum heating business 
are said to be James E. Hegg. president of 
the Automatic company; Warren Webster, 
of the company bearing his name, and Byror 
E. Van Auken. The Illinois Engineering 
company is credited with disliking the 
methods of the others, but for self-protection 
is said to have been forced to enter into the 
codperation.

LONDON, Nov. 1li—-Bernard Shaw has 
been giving his “impression of the new 
drama tn a lecture.

Give bim dis little sine 
ehepel. holding about a hundred p ople. and 
the Englishman preachirg a new retig'on is 
quite hapry and believes that he is successful. 

Frederick Harriscn wae brought up in all 
the reepectabill:y of orthodoxy, both in re- 


ligion and politics. 
Loses Original Frith. 

He wae a Tors ands member of the Church 
of Englard when he ses at Oxford. but, 
eurtously enough. the high tide which carried 
eo many wen as a {rom the Angiican to the 
Catholic church. under the leatership of 
Newman, swept Harrison out of orthodoxy 
altogether. And when his original faith had 
disappeared he came in contact en the 
great influence on his life, Auguste Comte. 

As everybody krowus. Comte was the 
founder of tne Positivist religion It is a 
somewhat mixed creed. retaining some of the 
ritual and ideas of the old religions erpecially 
of Catholiciem, but on a free thought basis. 
It substitutes what ts called the religion 
of humanity for the Christian creed. 

It ie not my business to debate ite dee

es, sufficient to say that it attracted in 
„as elsewhere, some very fine minds. 
Prederick Harrison was one of its first de- 
votees. George Eliot subscribed to its funds, 
and there was a little group of such men 
and women always assisting It. 


Sermon Every Sunday. 

Here it was that the English Positivists 
showed the instincts of their race. They be- 
ame preachers, and every Sunday one of 
their number read an essay or a sermon to 
‘the adherents of the creed. 

The positivists were distinguished from 
other people in their political as well as their 
Feligious opinions. Radicalism is quite 
strong now in London, and Socialism is the 
Folitical faith not merely of large masses 
of the poor but of some of the most aristo- 
cratic and some of the most intellectual sec- 
tiens. 

Scores of Anglican rectors, especially when 
they live in slum neighborhoods, are avowed 
Socialists; some wealthy merchants are So- 
clalists; among literary men George Bernard 
Shaw is the most distinguished Socialist, but 
Le does not stand alone. In the far off '70s 
it was quite different in London. The work- 
ing people had only just got the vote, and

Friends of Home Rule, 

Frederick Harrison and the rest of the pos! 
tivists were also among the earliest friends 
of home rule, and that was a good deal harder 
to do in the 708 than it is today, when a great 
English party is about to risk its existence on 
a home rule bill and the majority of the Eng- 
lish people are ready to support the demand. 

Meantime, Frederick Harrison rushed to 
the front as one of the great essayists of his 
time.

John Morley was 
and has remained a free thinker, but I da 
mot believe that he ever was a Positivist in 
anything like the full e e tor 
Positivism, while it attract intellec- 
tuals, also repelled a good many, especially 
by its curious attempt to commingle the 
sacerdotalism of theold creed with the acience 
cf the new. 

Huxley spoke of it as Catholicity minus 
Christianity, and laughed it to scorh, and 
John Morley’s attitude was pretty much the 

Appeared with Bradlaugh. 

One evening he and Charles Bradlaugh, the 
great iconociastic leader of the Us, both ap- 
peared on the same platform. Bradlaugh 
spoke well and wrote indifferently; Harrison 
wrote magnificently and spoke indifferently. 
When the ringing notes and spelndid delivery 
of Bradlaugh were brought into contrast with 
the stumbling sentences of Harrison, every- 
body uttered the wish that Bradlaugh could 
write like Harrison and Harrison speak like 
Bradlaugh. 

Harrison, loving his books and conscious of 
his defects as a speaker, never showed any 
desire to enter political life. Possibly his 
opinions were too independent to fit easily 
into the compromise of political life. He has 
remained a great influence always by his pen, 
which has always been active, is active, as

his. t even when he is 80. 

He also been a great influence in social 
e. Like Robert Browning, he is an in- 
veterate diner out and, like Browning also, 
he seems to have the perfect digestion which

CRUELTY OF ARAB 
* JUSTIFIES ITALY 


Ex-Attache Defends Action of 
Army in Tripoli as Nec- 
essary Course. . 


REFERS TO FILIPINOS. 


Americans and English Have 
Been Accused of Same Crimes 
in Warfare.

No American soldier who has served his 
country in the Philippines, especially dur- 
ing the earlier years of the occupation, of 
the archipelago by the United States, will 
accord much attention to the charges of 
savagery and barbarity brought against the 
Italian troops at Tripoll. 

They ,will recall that when they were en- 
gaged in suppressing the insurrection, and 
fighting for their flag, under the most ad- 
verse and disheartening conditions, they 
were subjected to similar denunciations, not 
only in foreign newspapers, but even in the 
press of their native land. 

If the campaign of calumny against Uncle 
Sam's soldiers in the far orient was final- 
ly dropped, it was because the authorities 
in the Philippines took drastic measures to 
expel from.the archipelago the foreign and 
American newspaper correspondents respon- 
sible for the accusations, and also because 
people in the United States were gradually 
made aware of the difficulty of observing, in 
fighting semi-barbarous or savage foes, the 
rules of warfare in vogue among civilized 
nations. 


Tortured by Filipinos, 

American soldiers who fell into the hands 
of Filipinos were subjected to tortures which 
are not describable in print. 

In the war which France carried on for so 
many years against the semi-independent 
tribes of southern China, which under the 
name of the Black Flags infested Tongking, 
every French soldier who fell into the hands 
of thé enemy was put to the most frightful 
death, and often when arriving before some 
Black Flag stronghold the French troops 
became maddened with rage by the sight of 
the bodies of their comrades gpitted to the 
walis of the place by meane of huge hooks 
and sharp knifelike projections. 

I cannot repeat here the atrocities perpe- 
trated not only by the dervishes themselves 
but likewise by their women upon the Eng- 
lish and Egyptian soldiers, wounded and 
sound, who had the misfortune to tall into 
their hands quring the wars in the Sudan 
that, extending oVer a decade, were brought 
to a close by Lord Kitchener's capture of 
Khartum. 


Kitchener Ignored Protests. 

‘But they explained the shooting and the 
Bayoneting of wounded dervishes not only by 
the black Sudanese battalions under Kitche- 
ner's command but also by their white com- 
rades of the English army, who had learned 


: 


|} to know by repeated experiences that a 
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legatlons there. 


“whunded dervish was at all times ready to use 
his knife upon the surgeon who was tending 
his wounds Orslaking his thirst. 

There was à great outery in the ish 
press and in the English parliament. raised 
by this killing of wounded dervishes and by 
the shooting of their women. It was only 
later, however, that the cirgumstances be- 
came known in Great Britain that had led 
the Anglo-Egyptian troops to resort to prac- 
tices so contrary to the recognized rules of 
warfare among civilized nations. 

Newspaper correspondents waxed eloquent 
in print over the cruelties perpetrated by the 
allied forces in their march on Peking eleven 
years ago to relieve the siege of the foreign 

But they neglected to de- 

scribe the appalling treatment to which white 

soldiers, missionaries, male as well as female, 
and sisters of mercy were subjected by the 

Chinese. Impalement, flaying alive, and grad- 

ual dismemberment were only a few of the 

atrocities committed. 


Blown from Cannon Mouth. 

To this day the enemies of England are fond 
of raking up the old story of how the Sepoys 
were blown from the guns during the terrible 
Indian mutiny of 1857. But they omit to men- 
tion that while in no sense more painful than 
ordinary death by the bullet or by the halter 
it was the one and only form of capita! pun- 
ishment dreaded by the natives, since it de- 
stroyed their hopes of a future existence in 
the flesh, and that it was only inflicted upon 
those who had taken a leading part in the 
atrocities to which thousands of English- 
women and young children had been sub- 
jected. 

Only those who have lived in such coun- 
tries and who have-actually taken part in 
hostile operations against the Black Flags 
in southern China, against the dervishes ‘n 
central Africa and on the Red sea coast, 
against the Malays in the Dutch East Indies 
and in the Philippines, against the desert 
tribes of western and northern Africa, and 
against the Indians of this western hemi- 
sphere can form any idea of the deviltry 
which these savage warriors practice. 

As I have stated, most of the barbarities 
are altogether beyond portrayal, and the con- 
sequence is that when people hear that Amer- 
cian, English, French, German, and Dutch 
soldiers have given no quarter the public is 
seldom informed of the circumstances. 


Arabs Traitors to Oath. 

It has been argued that Turkey is a Euro- 
pean power, and that as such her troops in 
Tripoli ard entitled to the same treatment 
at the hands of the Italian army as would 
be accorded by the latter to a belligerent 
of any othet white and civilized nation, the 
military operations being governed by the 
lawe of war in vogue among civilized states. 

But, in the first place, the people whom the 
Italians are charged with having put to 
death by hundreds, according to the state 
ments of the accusers, are not regulars of the 
Ottoman army, but Arabs and Berbers, who, 
having made their submission to the in- 
vader, had been allowed not merely to re- 
main in their homes in Tripoli, but even in 
the possession of their arms, and who had 
then taken advantage of a particularly vig- 
orous frontal onslaught by the Turkish troops 
to attack the Italians in the rear—that is to 
say, from within the Italien lines. 

It was an attack in which women as well 
as men took part, the women and children 
carrying ammunition to the men, and, what 
was more, the natives of Tripoli, women as 
well as men, availed themselves of the con- 
fusion which prevailed to massacre many de- 
fenseless Italians, especially among the 
wounded and sick, subjecting them before- 
hand to the most appalling tortures, and 
after their death to the most ghastly mutila- 
tions.

Burleigh Excuses Slaying. 

He is an acknowledged expert, especially 
in methods of conducting war with savas 
or semi-savages. Cabling to his paper, the 
London Telegraph, he does not deny the 
slaughter of Arabs, both men and women, on 
the day in question within the Italian lines 
But he, declares: that, in his opinion the con- 
duct on that occasion of the Italians com- 
pares favorably with the temper of other 
troops that I have followed in wars against 
savages.” 

He asserts that the Arabs in attacking the 
Italians from within the lines during the on- 
slaught upon the front by the Ottoman troops 
used dum-dum —that is to say, expanding 
or explosive bullets, the wounds of which are 
virtually fatal; that they murdered Red Cross 
nurses; and that their fire was directed on 
Red Cross workers. He adds: 

“Soldiers of all armies become inflamed 
when they learn of atrocities wrought by ths 
enemy in the mutilation of their comrades. 
This may be pleaded (f necessary, and it is an 
incontrovertible plea in defense of their (th? 
Itallans'] action.” 


Writers Ignore War Rules. 

War correspondents are never popular with 
anygc@>mmander. Kitchener alway treated 
them as his béte noires, and to this day holds 
them in holy horror. The Japanese, it may 
be remembered, during the war in Manchuria 
entertained them most hospitaly, either at 
Tokio or at points hundreds of miles from the 
field of operations, which they were never 
permitted to approach until after the trouble 
was over. So it has been in almost every 
campaign. 

I have described the Turkish regulars 
above as entitled to the benefits of the rules 
of war among civilized nations, as forming 
part and parcel of the army of a European, 
if Moslem, power. 

On the other hand, there will be many 
with a knowledge of the near orient, espe- 
cially those who have witnessed the bar- 
barites perpetrated by Turkish regulars in 
Macedonia, and in the other Christian prov- 
inces of the sultan's empire, who will be 
disposed to question this view, first and 
foremost among them being, undoubtedly, 
Mme. Barhmetieff, the new Russian ambas- 
sa@ress at Washington, D. C., daughter of 
the late Gen. Edward Fitzgerald Beale of the 
United States army. 

She spent a memorable winter when her 
husband was Russian envoy at Sofia on the 
Bulgarian frontier in relieving the sufferings 
of the victims of the appalling cruelties in- 
flicted by Turkish regulars upon the Chris- 
tian population of Macedonia, and who had 
sought refuge on Bulgarian soil.

Lord Rosebery did not agree with that 
suggestion, but he held to the opinion that 
sofhething must be done to prevent the accu- 
mulation of books. 

“Think what accumulation of books 
means,” he said. “It means enormous 
buildings on land in the midst of cities, which 
‘s very expensive. It means the great cost 
of upkeep. it means a pile which few will 
ever investigate; and it means enormous 
trouble, by machinery, as it is done in the 
United States, or by hand, as it is done here, 
to dust and keep them clean. 


In Favor of Town Libraries. 


“The British museum in time—and not a 


“sery long time—must become a sort of town 


in the middie of London. It is compelled 
te receive every book and newspaper that 
is published.’’ 

Without suggesting how the problem of 
“huge mausoleums of books—that is, 
Libraries which collect nearly everything 
published ''—wads to be dealt with, Lord Rose- 
tery concluced by saying every community 
should be in possession of a library of some- 
thing under 30.000 volumes, containing every 
book a reasonable human being is likely to 


want.

WORKERS-FOND OF LUXURIES 


Cheap Labor of the Orient Seems Likely 
to Lure Capital Away. ; 


‘ [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Dr. Inge, dean of St. 
Paul's cathedral, takes a gloomy view of the 
present state of the world in general and of 
Entland in particular. In an address he 
said the nineteenth ury was, in many 
ways, the most remarkable century since 
the beginning of hiétofy, hut now the great 
century was over and civilization, it seemed 
to him. was sitting pensively in the midst 
of its vast accumulations. In all fields ex- 
cept that of scientific discovery, the signs 
of exhaustion were apparent. 

If people were adked to pick out three 
great men among their own contemporaries 
to be placed in the same rank as that which 
the verdict of competent judges had granted 
to at least thirty Victorians, they would find 
it impossible to meet the challenge. 


Finds the Outlook Gloomy. 

For the man in the street the tottering of 
the great industrial fabric of the nineteenth 
century domina af other issues Work 
had been dehuman and despiritualized 
and the speeding up of monotonous processes 
imposed an intolerable strain on the nerve 
of the workers. 

Conditions of town life had ruined the 
physique of the laboring classes and pro- 
gressive degeneration of the physical, men- 
tal, and moral character of the people was 
taking place. 

The outlook was gloomy in the extreme. 
Britain had enjoyed certain exceptional ad- 
vantages of which the fullest use had been 
made, but some of these were passing away 
inevitably and others were being wantonly 
sacrificed. 


America Center of Commerce.

The apparent paradoxes of the quotation 
disappear when one remembers that tao is 
the absoluté eo ipso, contains all things, pro- 
duces all things. In the form of beings the 
objective worid arises, and with it contrasts. 
Only from contrast can we arrive at the 
moral value of virtue and evil. But if the tao 
as it manifests itself is no longer the pure, 
absolute tao, there comes a reaction—a lost 
Paradise. for example. The way to the goal 
is either through the knowledge that all ex- 
istence is 4 passing illusion, or by the wu- wel 
or inaction theory, in which the valuation of 
all earthly things, material and moral, find 
a practical expreasion. 


Mysticism Aid to Influence. 


The mysticism of Taoism made possible the 
mighty influence which it came to exert 
Everywhere man demands that the unseen, 
the mysterious, the superhuman, be presented 
to him in tangibleform. The politico-theica! 
system of Confucius satisfied none of these 
cravings. Consequently the spiritual fol- 
lowers of Lao Tsze more and more gave 
themselves up to magic, incorporating in 
their creed the vague and undefined beliefs 
of the common people. 

Thus Tach developed in two directions. 
It sought to ferret out the secrets of al- 
chemy and esoteric teaching; it became 8 
religious system in order to satiafy exoteric 
or vulgar needs. The priesthood, choosing 
lines of least resistance, which was at the 
same time profitable, came to be looked upon 
as possessing supernatural powers. 

The Chinese conception of the highest hap- 
piness comprises children, riches, and long 
life. Taoist priests were believed to be holy 
men, as being one with tac, hence free from 
death and so immortal. Since tao contains 
all things, if one ig at one with tao, nothing 
is impossible. 


Complicated System of Magic. 


Taoism as a religion is simply a compli- 
cated system of magic. It becamea religion 
and got a hold on the people because it in- 
corporated the discarded lumber of the old 
folk religion. Taoism holds that the universe 
is animated by tao. This was something 
tangible to take the place of the vague ani- 
mistic beliefs of the folk religion. 

There are two characteristic phases of 
Taoism: a vast polytheism; a system of 
magic or exorcism. In both, as well as in 
their mythology and the temple cult of the 
priesthood, Taoism borrowed much from 
Buddhism. That it stooped to the common 
people instead of attempting to lift them t- 
a high plane of philosophic thought was the 
secret of the success of Tacism. The phi- 
losophy of Confucius, as we shall see, had 
in a way developed into a religion. But 
it was a religion of pomp and ceremony, and 
was almost exclusively the property of the 
state. The common people had no place in it. 

Tacism systematized the supernatural 
world; it arranged and classified the gods 
and created new ones. Its priesthood me- 
diates between common mortals and the 
gods. Almost any excuse is enough to add 
a new god to the pantheon. For example, 
a stone became a god. It was probably a 
meteor which swept through the heavens, 
making a noise. 


Pantheon of Taoism. 

Chief af the Taoist divinities is the triad 
of the Three Pure Ones—Lae Tsze, Tu- 
hoang-shangti, and ‘T’ai-shi. T’ai-ehi is 
probably the old Chinese god Pan-ku, who 
strongly suggests the Greek conception, 
Chaos. From the body of Pan-ku came a 
godlike gogmos; his breath became the wind; 
his voice the thunder; his left eye came 
the sun; for his right eye the moon; his blood 
became the streams; his hair became the 
vegetation; from his sweat we have the rain; 
and from the vermin on his body the human 


race.

FAR IN FUTURE 


Death Recalls Queer Testa- 
ment of John Thelussen in 


England Long Ago. 
ITS GROWTH WAS FEARED 


Parliament Act Result of Appre- 
hension Over Immensity 
of Wealth. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 11.—The death of Lord 
Rendlesham this week recalled the extraor- 
dinary will of his great-grandfather, Peter 
Thelusson, which gave rise to an act of 
parllament, known as the Thelusson act. 

Peter Thelusson settled in London about 
the middle of the eighteenth century and 
accumulated 4 large fortune as a merchant 


For Unborn Heir of Unborn Grandson. 

By hie will he directed that the income 
of his property accumulate during the lives 
of all his children, grandchildren, and great- 
grandchildren living at the time of his death 
for the benefit of future descendants; or, as 
Byron expressed it, for an unborn heir of 
an unborn grandson."’ 

At the time of Peter Thelusson's death, in 
Nor, he had no great-grandchlldren, and the 
trust was therefore limited to two genera- 
tions of his family, to whom he left $500.000 
out of a fortune estimated at from $3.000,Qu0 
to $4,000,000. 


Might Have Reached $850,000,000, 

It was calculated that the accumulation of 
the estate might amount to §$850,000,000, 
which would constitute a peril to the com 
munity, and the Thelusson act was passed, 
materially restricting such attempts to ac- 
oumulate property for the benefit of tuture 
generations. 

When Peter Thelusson's last grandson died 
im 1806 „ second lawsuit arose as to who 
were the heirs to the estate. 

By a judgment of the house of lords in 
1859 it was divided between two great-grand- 
sons, of whom Lord Rendlesham was one; 
but in consequence of mismanagement and 
litigation they inherited only a comparatively 
moderate fortune.

They rep- 
resented merely a misguided group of Idle players enjoying the 
patronage of certain socially ambitious patrons—* western 
somebodies engaged in futile Imitation of the siumbering New 
theater enterprise of New York. They know nothing here of 
the eight year old subscription theater movement in Chicago. 

The Drama Players went somewhat gloomily on their way, 
however, extracting considerable satisfaction from a competent 
performance of what some one here called the “ mermaid 
drama,” in which the heroine suffers a “ homesickness for the 
sea that la much worse than a seasickness for the home.”

He even submits a “happy 
ending by way of diversion, but by the time that is reached 
the self-hypnotized audience, making the customary search for® 
symbolic suggestions and veiled meanings, is too tired to see it,

George Bellows has a gay dramatic sketch 
of a Polo Crowd,” both people and horses, 
but open to the same criticism. Rockwen 
Kent's Down by the Sea shows 4 more

And we must not forget what is probably 
the finest picture of a crowd in the show, 
Horatio Walker's “ Sow and Pigs. It isnot 
often that this master honors us; his touch 
upon this homely barnyard subject is 60 
beautiful, so noble, as to make the Me- 
ture a fine lyric in praise of life. 

Nudes are rare. Childe Haseam’s lady at 
her toilet is a fine example, but hardy so 
ineffable as some of his nudes out of doors. 
Lillian Genth’s “ Springtime ls an exquisite 
thing, truly suggestive of the season's purity 
and freshness. 

Good portraits are literally too numerous 
to mention in a first review, and they present 
a great variety of American types of all ages 
and conditions. Two succeges in this kind 
by Chicago painters are Henry S. Hubbell’s 
full length figure of President Seelye of 
Smith college, an intimate study of a. fine, 
dignified, scholarly old man; and W. D. Gold- 
deck's portrait of the young sculptor, Joseph 
Mario Korbel, a picture beautiful in toneand 
feeling. which marks a brave advance in this 
young painter's style and leads us to high 
hope for his future.

THE BURDEN. 

Fourteen years ago a Chicago lawyer in 
the Illinois general assembly voted for a 
notoriously sinister bill. Its aim was to 
give the streets of Chicago to a traction 
company. The Chicagoan knew what he 
was doing. He voted for it. 

Last Tuesday that Chicago lawyer was 
a candidate for a judgeship. He polled the 
lowest vote of any major party candidate, 
He was hopelessly defeated. He was not 
in the contest. He was not even within 
sight of the dust. 

On that lawyer’s back all the time was 
his vote for the Allen bill. He could not 
shake it. He could not get rid of it. It wus 
there to mock him if he spoke and taunt 
him if he were silent. It was a long time 
ago that he made up that package of re- 
sponsibility for himself, but having shoul- 
dered it he could not lose it. He put it on. 
It stuck. 

There was a vote taken in the IIlinois leg- 
islature May 26, 1909. Other packages of 
responsibility were placed on the backs of 
other members of the Lllinois assembly. 
And they cannot be lost. They stick, and 
will stick. 

The men who had a hand in the iniquity 
of the session of 1900, who soiled them- 
selves in the election of William Lorimer, 
cannot escape the burden they carry. They 
may fight to get release from it, and fora 
time they may stand up boldly, even smil- 
ingly and seemingly successfully, but one 
by one they drop under it. 

That responsibility cannot be cast off. 
It grows heavier and the burden bearer 
weaker. Look back the road and see the 
ones who have dropped, the weakest first 
and gradually the stronger. The way 18 
spotted with broken men, men mentally 
shattered, physically weakened, conscience 
stricken and terrified. 

Nobody punished? Every man guilty of 
participation in that iniquity has been pun- 
ished, is being punished, and will be pun- 
ished. The boldest fight back, stand with

This question which Attorney Wheeloc 
puta, to the police officials in the civil serv- 
ice investigation expresses the wonder and 
curiosity of every person who gives any 
attention to the matter. The police must 
be aware that their ignorance gives amuse- 
ment to an intelligent class of men who 
find a drink after 1 a. m. whenever it is 
desired, and who find plenty of opportunity 
to lose their money when they want ro 
gumble. 

The police must also be aware that other 
intelligent classes are becoming impatient 
and exasperated, finding the enforcement 
of law is in the hands of men who don't 


himself without making much of an effort. 


MANIFEST DESTINY. 

Prophecy is à perilous indulgence. There 
is nothing that old cynic Time likes better 
to betray. Our bravest generalities he likes 
to tip upside down with his hour glass. 

Some sense of this is to be had from a re- 
reading of the late John Fiske's address on 
„Manifest Destiny,” just republished with 
the preceding two of the group he delivered 
with so much éclat in England in 1880, and 
under their own general title “ American 
Political Ideas.“ 

Where has all that glowing pride and 
certitude gone in the intervening genera- 
tion? To Fiske his splendid prophecy of an 
Anglo-Saxon earth -was so manifest! To 
us, even more than to him and his auditors, 
it seems wise that he prefaced his glorious’ 
periods with a humorous reference to the 
patriotic American who proposed the toast, 
“To the United States—bounded on. the 
north by the Aurora Borealis, on the south 
by the precession of the equinoxes, on the 
east by the primeval chaos, and on the west 


against the pressure of their burden, but by the day of judgment. 


To Fiske the victory of Wolfe on the plain 
of Abraham marked, the greatestturning 
point as yet discernible in all modern his- 
tory,” since by that triuniph the American 
continent was assured to the Anglo-Saxon 
race and to the orderly development of those 
free institutions which in his view repre- 
sented the farthest advance of mankind iu 
civilization. 

By the end of the twentieth century Fiske 
saw the United States in possession of six or 
seven hundred millions, and declared that 
) A the day is at hand when four-fifths of the 

human race will trace its pedigree to Eng- 
lish forefathers, as four-fifths of the white 
neople in the United States trace their pedi- 
gree today.” 

“ Now a century hence,” he goes on with 
a naif but splendid enthusiasm,” with a 
population of six hundred millions in the 
United States, and a hundred and ‘ifty mil- 
lions in Australia and New Zealand, to say 
nothing of the increase of power in other 
parts of the English speaking world, the 
relative weights will be very different from 
what they were in 1788.

He little 
dreamed that by the beginning of the cen- 
tury whose end he so complacentiy de 
scribed, England would find in the Germany 
he was so lightly relegating to the rear of 
the procession a rival threatening her pri- 
macy on land and sea, in war and trade. 

Another aspect of Fiske's view of our race 
destiny measures a difference from our mood 
of today.

RCHDUKE FRANCIS CHARLES’ re- 
nunciation of his rank, titles, And pre- 
rogatives as a prince of the blood in 
Austria Hungary, to become an ordi- 
nary citizen. differs from other re- 
nunciations of the same kind in recent years 
in that he retains, not merely hf Austrian 
citizenship, but also the favor and affectior 
of his uncle, the emperor. 

Thus, the so long missing Archduke John 
was forced by the emperor to surrender his 
membership of the imperial family and his 
various military honors, was denied perm.s- 
sion to retam his Austrian citizenship, and 
was banished forever from the dual empire. 
The same fate overtook ex-Archduke Leo- 
pold, brother of the former Crown Princess 
of Tuscan, who herself Has been forbidden by 
imperial decree to bear the title of Arch- 
duchess of Austria or Princess of Hungary, 
and to make any use of the arms of the 
Hapsburg dynasty. 

With ex-Archduke Ferdinand Charles the 
case is wholly different. For, since he can 
no longer draw the customary allowance of a 
prince of the blood from the civil list and 
from the family estates of the house of Haps- 
burg, to which he has ceased to belong, the 
emperor has granted him out of his privy 
purse an annuity not only equivalent but 
even superior to that which he has forfeited. 

Moreover, the emperor in permitting him 
to assume the name of Burg, offered to de- 
stow upon him a title of ordinary nobility and 
to create him Prince, Count, or Baron von 
Burg. Ferdinand Charles, however, de- 
clined to accept even the nobility prefix of 
von, expressing his wish to become a per- 
fectly plain citizen. 

His object in making this renunciation !s 
his marriage with Rosa Czuber, eldest daugh- 
ter of Prof. Emmanuel Czuber of the Un- 
versity of Prague, and a universally re- 
spected man, whose eminence in his calling 
is perhaps best shown by the fact that some 
years ago he received the official title of 
„ hofrath —that is to say, councilor of the 
imperial court. 

oe 

The marriage has taken place with the con- 
sent of the emperor, since the renunciation 
by Ferdinand Charles of his archducal rank, 
and the couple are now spending their honey- 
moon in Switzerland, at the close of which 
they will return to Austria to take up their 
residence in the ez-archdukes beautiful 
Chateau of Rottenstein, near Meran, in the 
Tyrol. It will be, however, as plain Mr 
Ferdinand Charles Burg that he will live 
there, with his wife. The grand master cf 
his household, Baron Schleinitz, and hisaics 
de camp and gentlemen in waiting, have all 
been dismissed. 

The bride is a tall, blonde. and beautiful 
woman, near 30, who has been engaged tothe 
archduke for some ten years. In fact, it was 
the constaney of the couple during the long 
delay resulting from their refusal to wed 
without the consent of the emperor that 
ended by touching the latter to the extent of 
granting his sanction to their unicn. 

The bride of the ex-archduke has always 
kept in the background, and. a striking ne- 
ure in her plain black but perfectly fitting 
dresses, has nevertheless shown so much 
tact and discretion that few have been aware 
of the fact that she was the fiancée of the 
archduke, although they had an inkling that 
he was involved in some romance. 

The ex-archduke, on the other hand, who 
is the only surviving brother of Archdrke 
Francis Ferdinand, next heir to the throne, 
has never given the slightest trouble to his 
uncle, the emperor, and his life has bern 
wholly free from any reproach. He was gs 
good soldier and he commanded as major 
general an infantry brigade at Prague. in 


conection with e Austro-Hungarian army 
he tas likewise resigned the honorary 
colonelcies in the Russian, Prussian, and 
Saxon armies. 

——— 

Don Jaime of Bourbon. legitimist pretender 
to the throne of Spain and Duke of Madrid. 
played a most important role at the recent 
wedding of Princess Zita of Bourbon-Parm1 
to young Archduke Charles, the second heir 
presumptive to the throne of Austria-Hun- 
gary. For in the procession to the chapel 
and up thé aisle of the latter the bridegroom 
marched between his granduncle, the aged 
emperor, and his mother, Archduchess Marla 
Josefa, widow of the late Archduke Otto 
while the bride followed immediately after- 
wards, walking between her mother, the 
widowed Duchess of Parma, and Don Ja'‘nie 
Duke of Madrid, the latter arrayed for the 
occasion in his uniform of Russian cavalry, 
in which he still holds the rank of lieutenant 
colonel of the Grodne Hussars of the Guard 
on the reserve list. 

Don Jaime and the old emperor were ... 
only two royal personages present wearing 
decorations bestowed for bravery on the 
battlefield, Francis Joseph having won his 
order of Maria Therese as a barely Is year 
old archduke, in the battle of Santa Lucia 
where he received his ‘baptism of fire.’’ 
while Don Jaime got his Ruslan Cross of St. 
George for conspicuous gallantry in the two 
wars of Russia in Manchuria.

It is only from time to time that something 
occurs to recall to the public mind the fact 
that Empress Charlotte of Mexico is still in 
the land of the living, and that, 72 years of 
age, she lingers on at the ch&teau of 
Bouchout, near Brussels. bereft of her rea- 
son, without a single moment of lucidity, 
ever since the dramatic scene at the vatican 
in the private apartments of Flux LX. in 14807, 
when she became insane. 

If her name is once more in the limelight, 
it is because the question has arisen as to her 
definite nationality, in the legal proceedings 
instituted in the Belgian courts by the ered- 
itors of Princess Louise of Belgium. divor*sd 
wife of Prince Philip of Coburg. The e- d- 
itors of the princess claim that.the ex-em- 
press is a Belgian citizen, as the only sister 
of the late King Leopold. and tha“ she relin- 
quished the Austrian nationality, which she 
had acquired by marriage when she be- 
came Empress of Mexico, and also that she 
forfeited her Mexican citizenship when her 
husband was dethroned in Mexico and shot 
there as a foe of the republic. Moreover, 
they argue that since she has been under 
restraint in Belgium ever since the death 
of her husband, that is to say, fur forty-four 
years, she has established a legal domicile 
in Belgium, so that the estate which she 
will leave ot her death must go her next 
of kin in Belgium—namely: to her nephews 
and nieces, the latter including Princess 
Louise of Belgium. The estate is estimated 
at $20,000,000 or 850,000 000

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GARY SCHOOL PLAN. 
RUSSIAN Jew once told me of the 
instruction in orthodox Jewish 
schools in the old world city which 
he left to come to America. The 
children went to school right after 

breakfast, and they returned home by lau- 
tern light at night. 

The boys had about two hours a day 
in secular education. The remainder of 
the time was given to theology and kindred 
subjects. The girls gave about twice as 
many hours to secular work and less to 
religion. School kept for seven days & 
week, though the Sabbath-exercises were 
purely religious and occupied only a por- 
tion of the day. 

We are sure that we would condemn 
this system without any reservation. Yet 
it is economical and wise for the schools 
to keep the children busy from the time 
they get up unti) they go to bed, for seven 
days in the week and for twelve months 
in the year. The problem is to mix work 
and play, pleasure and utility, in such pro- 
portions that the plan is freed from the 
errors of the system of the orthodox Jew 
in Russia. 


—>- 
In Gary, Ind., the schools run from 9 
in the morning until 9 at night. They run 
from Monday morning until Saturday 
night. They run every month in the year. 
The children will climb a fence to get to 
school. The grown people go to the schools 
in large numbers, AND—the per capita 
cost of education has not been increased. 
This sound like magic, but it is not. What 
is being done at Gary can be done by any 
town or city in the Mississippi valley. 
The newer Gary schools have twelve 
acres of ground around each of them. 
The older had five. This makes them 
diflicult to get for congested cities. Yet 
in Chicago we have a — park,“ 
“place,” and “square” acfage— about 
enough, with proper planning, to take 
care of our schools. But we have five 
governments — three park commissions,

one small parks commission, and one 
school board— working without any co- 
ordination, duplicating work, and letting 
the need fall in between.

The spirit of the Gary demonstration is 
codrdination. It is not possible in this 
article to tell the details of the system 
which Supt. Wirt is working out in the 
public schools of that city. The best that 
we can do is to outline the principles. 

The children work, play, and study. 
Each of these is so planned that it helps 
out the other, and, at the same time, in- 
creases the aptitude of the child, the effi- 
ciency of the téacher, and the service of 
the equipment.

the alternation of these at short intervals 
means that each is done well. 

The play, instead of being individualistic 
and diverting so far as the lessons are 
concerned, is codrdinated, and, often- 
times, is along the lines of preparation for

Stu- 
dents are happy to be off the streets and

They are developing coördinated muscles 
and good vitalities. 

3. They are learning the spirit of co- 
operation in their work, their pay, their 
study. Work, study, and play are sources 
of joy to them. 

4. They are acquiring a stock of in- 
formation, learning reading, writing, and 
arithmetic and the basic elements of the 
sciences. 

5. They are being trained in the use of 
the schoolhouse as a civic center.

In the evening the grownups go to the 
schools. The buildings are heated and 
lighted, and the citizens find more comfort 
and entertainment there than anywhere 
else in town. They may bathe in the 
baths, swim in the pools, exercise in the 
gymnasiums, read in the libraries, fake up 
some of the studies, or do several of these. 

The equipment for these things is right 
at hand. Why should not the grown peo- 
ple get the use of them, since providing 
one or two separate entrances is about all 
that is needed to prevent the school work 
from being interfered with? 

In an academic way these things have 
been written about for a long time. Most 
people have read of them so frequently 
that they have taken it for granted that 
they were being done. Those who have 
served on school boards kno that they 
are not being done, and they furthermore 
know that the reason is that they never 
have been able to figure that the expense 
was not prohibitive. Prof. Wirt tells us 
that the expense is not materially in- 
creased, if it is increased at all.

Jean, however, deplores the sacrilege of the 
chanson. But one must earn one's bread,"’ 
he says, and if my heart is Christian, why 
is my belly pagan?” His sacrileglouf song 
is hardly concluded when the prior appears 
hastily from the door of the abbey and all 
flee but Jean. After upbraiding him for his 
impiety the prior promises Jean that the 
Virgin will forgive his sins it he will become 
a monk. The juggler isoath to give up his 
free life, but while he hesitates the cook of 
the monastery appears leading a donkey 
laden with all manner of good things to eat 
and drink, a sight which proves too much for 
the hungry vagabond, who now turns Chris- 
tian altogether to satisfy his pagan stomach. 
But he takes his juggler's outfit with him into 
the abbey. 

In the second act Jean appears well fed 
indeed, but sad in his ptous ‘environment. 
The Juggler is an unhappy monk, for he has 
no occupation such as his brethren of the 
order pursue, each according to his talent, 
and time hangs heavily on his idle hands. The 
Musician Monk can and for operatic oppor- 
tunity does, rehearse his new motet.

With the star 
kicker, Scruby, back im the lineup, it sur- 
passed the north shore men greatly in punt- 
ing, and it wes largely due to the booting of 
this one man that the victory was an easy 
one. a 

Luck helped Chicago get a flying start. 
for a Northwestern punt was blocked before 
the game had gone on for two minutes, and 
Chicago had the ball on the Purple s fifteen 
yard line, from where it rushed it over for 
a touchdown in five tearing line plays. Later. 
luck turned against the pupils of Stagg. ans 
they were held for downs twice inside of the 
Purple five yard line when touchdowns 
seemed sure. Scruby managed to boot the 
ball over the bar for three points on anothee 


} occasion when the Maroon was close to the 


goal and una ble to carry the ball over. 
Was “On to“ Scheme. 

The Northwestern boys turned several 
Sparkling plays in long end runs when @ 
double pass was used and the runner wae well 
protected. However, they tried to score by 
such methode or by straight line bucking, 
and the Maroon had solved that method of 
attack long before the Purple was ready te 
rush the ball over the goal lune.

Three Cushion Champion Registers 40 
in 44 Innings With Wheeler.

Two phenomenal performances ked the 
play in local billiard circles last week, the 
record run of 442 made by George Sutton at 
18-2 balkline and the score of 44 for @ 
innings, made by Alfredo De Oro on the 
second night of his match with Géorge 
Wheeler. the Chicago professional for the 
world's three cushion championship. 
Sutton. who is practicing for his coming 
match with Wülle Hoppe for the 18-2 title, 
made his run in a game with Joe Capron 
last Tuesday aight, getting 500 points in 
four innings and averaging 125. His runs 
were 5, 0, 442, and 33 unfinished. Five years 
ago at Bensinger s rooms in this city Sut- 
ton ran 411. The Chicago expert is rated 


as the greatest nurse player the ‘world has 


known, and still holds the record for high 
average for a championship tournament, this 
being 100 in a 500 point game against Willie 
Hoppe in a tournament at New York in 
April, 1906. 

Sutton King of “Nursing.” 

Sutton appears to be the oniy piayer tn the 
world having a chance to beat the wonderful 
young Hoppe, and if he can perform the feat 
when they meet in New York at the end of 
this month it will do a great deal to restore 
interest in the balk line game. Before start- 
ing practice at Chicago Sutton, who has « 
table at his farm at Hartford, Mich., played 
there for several weeks, and in his seven 
games, six of which were at 500 points and 
one at 400, his average ranged from 100 to 
71 3-7. 

De Oro's visit enabled the lovers of bil- 
Harde to see the most versatile cue artist of 
the day at hie best. In the championship 
match he outelsesed Wheeler, winning the 
match by 41 points. When, on the second 
night, the Cuban made u points in forty 
innings, he had a chance to get low average 
for a championship match, but he went slow 
in the concluding stages. In the original 
tournament for the Jordan Lambert trophy 
Frank Day of St. Louis avéraged 1.82 In his 
match against De Oro, winning, 80 to 20. In 
the challenge matches which have followed 
the original tournament De Ore has the best 
average for three nights’ play, having ecored 
150 points against Thomas Hueston in 178 
innings. civing him an average of 842.

From Cash Boy to Millionaire Merchant; 
How Leon Mandel Fought His Way Upward. 


UCCESss. 

Nothing succeeds like success. It 
has been said a hundred thousand 
times and deserves it. The old phrase 
must have been gepeated many a time 

in Chicago last week, since the news went 
out of the death of Leon Mandel, president 
ot Mandel Bros. For Leon Mandel was a 
successful man—in more ways than one. 

The death of one of these men who began 
as poor boys away back in the days before 
the civil war always calis up a discussion 
of the chances for the poor boy, then and 
now. Most of our big men of today, or rathor 
Ol yesterday, the men of W or 7 or even W 
years of age,*began as poor boys. But 
the poor boys of today are inclined to say: 
Chances are not what toey used to be. in 
those days businesses were small, oppor- 
tunities were big. Any man with energy and 
brains could place himseit at the head of a 
business in a few years. All ne had te do 
after that was to stay on top. 

The boys of today in saying this are right 
to @ certain extent, but only to a certain 
extent. It is ble opportunity was closer 
at hand them for the average boy than it is 
today. Ocertainly the chance to become the 
head of a great busines institution is not 
sO great as it was. Hut no one can doubt 
that. the qualities which lifted the occa- 
sional poor boy to the nead of a great busi- 
ness enterprise willl do the same thing for the 
same sort of boy today. 

Leon Mandel set up in business for himse!t 
in 1855. But had he started yesterday tnere 
is Little doubt he would have made an equa! 
success. He had the qualities. Success 
comes as a rule only te-those who have. 

If you have the qualifications of success 
the opportunities await you. Only a short 
time ago, for instance, Charles T. Yerkes 
came to Chicago with only $20,000, and that 
largely borrowed money, and put himeelf at 
the head of the Chicago traction situation 
The opportunities, though they may be dit- 
ferent frOm the opportunities of fifty years 
ago, are still to be found.

Possessed Qualities of Success. 

Several incidents in the career of the late 
Chicago merchant are eloquent of the quall- 
ties that made him a success. 

Leon Mandel was a a week cash boy. 
There is nothing remarkable about that 
the town m 186% was full of them. Littie 
Mandel—then about 12 years old—was only 


‘one of dozens who sought employment with 


the ary goods firm of Ross & Foster, a great 
house in its time, He had nothing behind 
him but three years spent in the public school 
of raw, western Chicago, and the good char- 
acter a widowed mother had instilled in her 
boy. But he had the qualifications that 
win jobs. It was little Mandel, not some 
other boy, who was singled out from the 
Gozens by Ross, the big man in the front 
office. 4 

Boy.“ said Ross, come and go fishing 
with me tomorrow afternoon 1 Iike your 
looks. The youth possessed qualifications 
of success and Ross had seenthem. He at- 
tached the youngster to his personal staf. 
When he wanted an errand run he called for 
littie Mandel. When he wanted a compan- 
icn on his fishing or hunting trips he called 
for little Mandel. He liked the bow 

Young Mandel started a store for himself in 
1855. To his three years of public schooling 
he had added five years of business schoo!- 
ing. In these days it is doubtful if he would 
have started the little store; it is more proh- 
able he would have kept on and eventually 
betome manager of Ross & Foster. But 
he did start the little store in partnership 
with his brother, Simon Mandel. The qual- 
ifications of success show up here when we 
note that Ross continued his friendship and 
helped the youthful merchant to make his 
start. Perhaps Ross did not regard the 
new firm seriously as a competitor, but it ls 
far more probabie that, Knowing the forme 
cash boy as he did, he saw in him the mak- 
ing of a great merchant. 

The new store was a success. Leon Man- 
del had the qualifications. He became buye-> 
for the firm and went back to New York to 
lay in stock. He was only 18 or W years 
old at that time, but he went east to snatch 
bargains from men who had grown gray in 
the business. 

But young Mandel nad the qualitications of 
success. He walked in‘ the great house of 
A. T. Stewart, then the leading dry goocs 
nierchant in the United States, and made A. 
T. Stewart his friend. Other young buyers 
had gone to New York City, hundreds and 
thousands of them, but few of them were 
fortunate enough to secure the friendship of 
A. T. Stewart. Young Mandel went into 
Mr. Stewart's office and sad: Please tel! 
me how you run your business.” And the 
great merchant gave some invaluable advice 
to the young man who was ambitious to 
start abreast the tide of modern merchan- 
atsing. He explained much of his store 


system to this youthful pioneer merchant — 


from the west, and the youngster brought the 
knowledge back to Chicago with him and 


prospered.

Burned Out by Chicago Fire. 
But the Chicago fire burned out Mandel. 
The original Mandel stores, Klein & Man- 


del, started by an older brother of Leon at 


200 Clark street, and a later store operated 
by 8. F. Mandel at 28 Clark street (old 
numbers, of course) had been given up. The 
Mandel store at Clark and Van Buren was 
wiped out by the fire. Leon Mandel suffered 
more than other merchants in the conflagr - 
tion. Not only did he lose the Store on Clark 
street, but his fine new building at State and 
Harrison streets was destroyed. This three 
story home for his business had just been 
completed and on the very Monday the fire 
swept the retail district he was to have 
moved into the new quarters. 

Here was & hard bDiow, indeed, but Leon 
Mandel had the qualifications of success. 
While the smoke was still pouring from the 
ruins of his property a representative of ti 
. Claflin of New Xork hunted him up and 
said: “Won't be discouraged. How much 
money do you need to start again?’ Name 
the amount and 1 will wire for it.” 

Mandel accepted the offer and within two 
days was hard at work reéstablishing him- 
delt at the site of the new store, State ana 
Harrison streets. But again came disaster 
in the shape of fire, and a conflagration that 
wiped out a number of bulidings in that 
gection took Leon Mandel back to the start- 
ing point again. 

But Leon Mandei did not hesitate for an 
inatant. He moved some odds and ends of 
merchandise to a temporary location at 3 
Washington street, between Dear born and 
State streets. From there in 1875 he moved 
into a building which occupied the midd:e 
section of the present location on State 
street. 

Mr. Mandel was not content to confine his 
business to Chicago. He saw the danger of 
becoming self-satisfied. it was not enoug’ 
for him to have an immense store in tho 
retall heart of the second city of the United 
States, so he established an office in New 
York City where he could be in personal 
touch with the importers. Among the qua,. 
fications of success which he possessed was 
the ability to keep in his own hands the most 
important detail of the business. He went 
to New York and personally attended to the 


buying ena which he realized to be, at that 


time, more important than the seng. 
He was in New York from 1876 to 1800. 
Then his qualifications led him to advanes 
another step. He crossed to Furope and 
spent two years there on the mercantile 
“buying line.” He saw thatte be in New

Tork was to be far from the source of his 
goods. He wanted to deal personally with 
the producers of merchandise. a

Was Pionter Philanthropist. 

In the more recent years of his life, after 
the commercial fight had been won, Leon 
Mandel showed in another way the ability to 
which reterence has been mace. Success in 
business was not his limit. He did not stop 
when he found himseit surrounded by a wail 
of dollars of his own. He passed through 
that difficult period in which so many appar- 
ently successful men fall. He still felt him- 
self far from the goal of his ambitions. 

Mr. Mandel was a philanthropist, an art 
lover, and a man of ideals, qualifications that 
are not always to be found associated with 
the ability for mercantile success. At the 
point where he found himseif with more 
money than he needed he turned to philan- 
thropy. This long antedated the rise of 
Philanthropy as a popular and proper aiver- 
sion for the millionaire. in the present day 
the man of millions cannot endow a hos- 
pital, Library; or a college without arousing 


the days when Leon Mandel became known 
as a public spirited man. 

Twenty-five years ago, while living in New 
York, he originated and substantially helped 
the promotion of the idea of a Jewish train- 
ing school for Chicago. He gave Mandel 
hall to the University of Chicago. He was 
one of the origina! incorporators of the As- 
scciatea Jewish Charities. He was chairman 
of the committee that built the Michael 
Reese hospital He was vice president for 
many years of Sinal ¢ongregation. He was u 
patron of muste and of art, his gallery con- 
taining works by Corot, Gerome, Rosa Bon- 
heur, Alma Tadema, Bougereau, Schreyer, 
Breton, and others. 

Leon Mandel had the needs of success; he 
showed it when he was a a week cash 
boy; he showed it when he was a million- 
aire merchant of o years. ‘The fact that 
he began in 1852 means nothing.

Some Points for the Jobber; 
Big Volume and Close Profits. 


By JOHN TRAINOR. 


UCCESSFUL jobbing is not à difficult 
business if you keep two things be- 
fore you: To give satisfactory goods 
and to sell them cheaply. Satisfac- 
tory goods means materia! that wears. 

You may have the knack of talking up you 
goods, but if your goods are unsatisfactors 
they will not last long. There is no invest- 
ment that is so unwise as poor labor. The 
reason why foreign workmen earn more 
here than they did at home is because they 
are raised from the ranks of unskilled labor 
to that of skilled. They are encouraged 
materially to do their best. The successful 
jobber makes the best goods and offers them 
as cheaply as he can If you ask too large a 
profit you limit your trade from the start. 

Jobbers often say that they cannot afford 
to sell at a small profit. They probably could 
not with the market they had, but they could 
by trying to enlarge their market. 

If you are a successful jobber you wil! m- 
sist on having first class salesmen. Skilled 
labor is cheaper than poor work any day. 
This is as true of your salesmen as of your 
hands, for à good salesman often converts a 
poor territory into a good one. It does not 
take him long to find out whether it is the 
fault of the goods or the minds of the people. 
He changes enemies into friends. Many a 
man says that he will not buy goods from 
a certain house and changes his mind because 
of the work of the salesman. 

Satisfactory goods and first class salesmen 


are only a part of the work; you must do 
your share. It is your business to see when 
you make a contract that you can fill it 
Delayed goods can mean a serious loss to 
your customer. The goods should be there 
on the day promised, and, better still, ahead 
of time. You bave no right to accept an 
order unless you can Ai it promptly. N 

Above everything else, you must not be 
afraid of competition. The more the mer- 
rier,” says a successful business man. The 
game is more than half the pleasure Do 
not worry about your neighbor's goods, but 
let every customer and possible customer 
know whet the selling qualities of your goods 
are. : ‘a 

Make this known by advertising in news- 
papers; signboards. and circulars. Most im- 
portant of all. study your customers wants.. 
Sell him the goods he really needs. it is 
foolish to overstock a man. It is far better 
to be satisfied with a trial order and let this 
create a demand. If you see that a man is 
overloading himself, call his attention to this 
fact. He will have greater confidence in you" 
and you will be the winner in the end. 

Do not limit your trade to ene section or 
to this country. Suppose that you are a ob- 
ber of shoes. A# soon as you see that there 
is a demand for American shoes abroad 
place your shoes in some of the. European 
cities. Do not wait for customers to Aud. 
vou: hunt them up and let your goods. tell 
the story. :

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EW lines appeal to a young man about

does the drug business. But the man 

who is tempted to open a drug store 

should remember that the retail drug 
trade calls fof a bright, uptodate man. There 
is no line of retailing in which a beginner must 
be more versatile or more quick to follow 
popular taste In its moods. — 

There is money to de made in the drug 
store, but the man who ie a prescription man 
only or a cigar man only, or @ soda fountain 
man only, is not among those who make the 
money. The druggist must be an all around 
man. The public has come to lock upon the 
drug store as the home of whatever it wants 
and can't find elsewhere. , 

The prescription. department, though it is 
hard to find in some drug stores, should 
naturally be the important feature of the . 
business. It is what distinguishes the drug- 
gist as a professional ese ir not a mere 
tradesman. The prescription end of the busi-. 
ness may be deveitped to bring big profits, 
but it won't do so by itself. The man who . 
is starting a drug store must bring his pre- 
scription work to the attention of both the 
physicians and the public. He must satisfy 
the medicai men as to quality of his drugs 
and of his prescriptions. He must get the 
ear of the physicians; he can do so by inter- 
views and by letters and circulars. He can 
make a point to send them now and then a 
sample prescription to show the quality of his 
work. As for the public, service is what 
counts. He should try to establish a reputa- 
tion for telephone calls. He can also circu- 
larize his public, calling attention to the high 
grade of service he pffers, to his crugs, com- 
pounding, and promptness..

Prescription Prices Not to Be Cut. 

The delivery system is of growing im- 
portance. Some druggists now use a wagon.

in emergencies. Tact on the part of the de- 


liverer is also something that will count. 


quietly. and goes round to the side door to 
avoid ringing the bell and takes pains not 
to do anything to disturb the sick person, a 
good effect is produced. 

Experience has shown it does not pay a new 
druggist to cut prices on prescriptions. Ifa 
cut is to be made, it is better to make it on 
‘gome article, as a patent medicine, which has 
an established price—a’ reduction which will 
impress the purchaser. The 10 or 20 cents 
taken from the prescription loses effect be- 
cause the patient does not know it The 
young druggist is often afraid to charge 
profitable prices for his prescription work; he 
fears a comparison’ with -the big downtown 
stores and cut rates. But these latter get a 
good price for their prescriptions, often more 
than the small man in the suburbs. As an 
illustration we may point to Géorge E. Evans 
of Philadelphia, who has five large downtown 
stores. His préscription rate is an advance 
of from 50 to 100 per cent in the cost of the 
material and a rate of $1 an hour for the 
time of the dispenser. 

New business is an important thing for the 
éruggist, whether established ora beginner. 
A store cannot be run on established cus- 
tomers. The man who thinks he is perma- 


nently on the road to success because he 


has a large line of steady customers may find 
out his mistake by doing a little census work. 
Take,’ say, u hundred of these and make a 
list of their names. At. the end of a year 
check over thé liet. Deaths, removals, and 
other causes will have dene away with at 
least 10 per cent of his custamers; probably 
a larger per cent.

My education consisted of about seven 
years of schooling in the country, where they 
do not teach much more than the three R's, a 
little civil government, and some history. 
When about 14 I took the county examina- 
tion and passed; then I wrote a most 
wonderful essay.

I used to wash dishes, bring in 
wood and kindling, help with the cooking, and 
at night was asked to help my little cousins 
with their lessons. Well, I stuck to it for two 
years and somehow made good grades in 
school and then suddenly got disgusted with 
it all, didn’t want to know another thing. 
For the next winter I just staid at home 
and worked as hard or harder than I had 
before, but somehow it was different. Iwas 
supposed to be rather superior because I had. 
gone away to school. | 

In the spring the little brothers went out to 
work in the surrounding country, receiving 
about $1 a week and food, and I just had to 
get out and make a living somehow, go went 
into the city and to a business college where 
I helped with the office work to the extent 
of folding letters. I also taught a little girl 
an hour in arithmetic and an hour in spelling 
each day to pay for my tuition and books. 
The teachers at the busines college secured 
for me a place where I could help with house- 
work for my room and board. I must say I 
was well treated, had a pleasant room and 
good food. Every evening when I came from 
school my good German woman would say: 
„ Margretta, look once in the ice box, some- 
vou.“ After I had gone to 
school long enough to hold à position (or be 
shoved into one by the business college) I 
remained with these people, paying them 81 
a week for my board and still trying to help 
them. 

1 think the trouble with most young ste- 
nographers is that they are really not pre- 
pared for work when they leave school. The 
preparation is not complete and after I left 
school and went to work I had to learn 80 
many things that could easily have been 
taught in the school, I believe, too, it is a 
mistake to try to work so many hours a day 
as 1 had to, although the food I. had was 
much better than I could have hoped to get 
had I lived in the kind of boarding house 
my small wages made necessary. It seemed 
I was always sleepy and tired. But 1 kept 
on working, just for the reason that it was so 
frightfully necessary, and I had not really 
been trained for anything elses... Then after 
a while I began to get interested in my work 
and it did not seem so hard to me. 

Then the younger brothers came to the city, 
too, and we had two tiny rooms, got cheap 
board with a good Irish woman, afd hada 
really good time. We all had some hard work 
for a, while, but just hard work and knowl- 
edge gained by that hard work brought us 
out all right and now we are all doing well. 

Now, as to what helped me most. I think it 
was just the knowledge that F couldn't well 
be more up against it than 1 had been, so 
when anything particularly hard came my 
way, although I was sometimes scared stiff, 
why I would just try to do it anyway, and 
often succeeded.

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Five Dollars Offered for Experience Letter. 


Nowadays the Chicago concern paying 
small salaries, even though a good future is 
assured, seems to have the most desperate 
sort of time to get suitable young women 
to look after correspondence and do general 


‘Office work. This statement may sound like 


a fairy tale, but I am working for a whole- 
sale house employing a large numbér of ste- 
nographers and I know that many of the 
beginners, and sometimes the giris claiming 
to have experience, cannot hold down a job 
longer than it takes the employer to read 
their first letter. 

It is the policy of my firm to employ young 
women with little or no experience and ad- 
vance them ag soon as they become familiar 
with the work. As it is deemed Gavisable 
to discover iIncompetency before the ste- 
nographer is employed, each applicant is re- 
quested to take a test; none being expectea 
to qualify absolutely, but just to give a gen- 
eral idea of what she can do. Now, all ste- 
nographers, good or poor, abhor a test, and, 
knowing this, every allowance is made for 
nervousness, no technical terms are used, and 
the applicant is not “timed” either while 
taking or transcribing notes. 

The first, and what w considered an im- 
portant test, is to give the candidate a neat!y 
typewritten letter, good margins, and even 
paragraphs, and ask that an exact” copy 
be made. In addition, two short letters are 


” @ictated at an even rate of speed and so com- 


posed as to embody the words eligible, recom- 
mend, pursue, remunerate, and a few others 


that should be in the vocabulary of every 12 


year old girl, these letters being designed as 
a sort of spelling test and also to show the 
stenographer’s knowledge of English 

Last week we needed a new stenographer. 
A little dlink ad inserted in Tas TRIBUNE, 
offering a good future to a bright beginner, 
brought a tremendous number df applica- 
tions, some stating that the applicants were 
experienced, but if future was assured, etc., 
would be willing to begin on small salary. 

The first applicant requested to call was 
experienced, having worked in a mail order 
house for several months, and, while she was 


sure she was worth $10 per week, would be 
willing to begin on basis of $8. This was 
Perfectly satisfactory and she was given the 
usual test—letter to copy and two dictated 
letters. She took the dictation readily 
enough and the typewriter clicked at a lively 
gait throughout the letter to be copied; then 
she tackled her notes. All seemed well fora 
few minutes; then she stopped and carefully 
studied her notes—carefully. She took the 
notebook in both hands and turned as if try- 
ing to get a better light. 

After several minutes of painful silenceshe 
came over to my desk and asked if Ihada 
cictionary. Of course I had, and as she slow- 
ly turned its pages she remarked that she had 
a word in her dictation “ which she was not 
familiar with’’—in fact; He had never 
“geen it before and was not'sure whether 
it was correct. I asked her how the sentence 
was, worded, and she read: “ You shall be 
properly re-mun-er- (and here she shook her 
head) ted for the amount of work done. 
About this time she had reached the proper 
page in the dictionary, and continued: Here 
is one word that looks like that—’ re- mpn- er- 
ated —but I never heard that word before. 
Do you suppose that is what he means? 
After being assured that “ remunerated ” 
was the word the dictator had used she pro- 
ceeded with her work. 

The letter which she was to copy she r&tr- 
ranged, made awkward and uneven margins 
and deeper paragraphs; wrote it single space 
instead of double, as was the copy before 
her, leaving the white skirt of the unused 
Page as conspicuous evidence that she had 
but poor idea of arrangement. 

Her dictated letters were marvels of incor- 
rectness in spelling: She omitted one m 
in recommend, put three a's in accommo- 
date, and where the word eligible’’ should 
have been her shorthand character must 
have suggested “ legible,” for she stated that 
the party applying for bond was not “ legi- 
dle because of recent illness. 

My employer smiled blandly and told the 
“experienced” girl he was afraid that she 
could not handle the work. She glared at him 
for a full minute, then shot out of the office, 
shu‘tine the door with a tremendeus hare 


Number two was slow in transcribing her 
notes, and when the letter finaly emerged 
from the typewriter the mistakes were too 
numeroug to be corrected; and even though 
her work had een faigly correct she was too 
slow for the position which we had to offer. 

The third applicant was an unassuming 
Uttle lady not yet out of her teens, and as 
she had written an especially g6od letter of 
application the manager awaited her cal 
with some interest. Her pencil moved over 
the paper with a marked degree of certainty 
and there was no retraciag or crossing out. 
At the machine she seemed equally at ease 
and her work showed intelligence and com- 


mon sense, 

When she was told that her work was satis- 
factory she began to make iIrquiries abgut 
the position, the first question being whether 
or not we worked on Saturday afternoons. 
When she was advised that we did, during the 
winter months, she seemed much disappoint- 
ed and the asked what our office hours 
were.

The above experiences were repeated for 
fully three days, during which time we tried 
out and taiked to at least ten girls, all of 
whom alleged themselves to be competent 
stenographers—and still the neighboritig 
desk had no regular occupant. 

Some of them, after futile attempts at read- 
ing their notes and spoiling several letter- 
heads, acknowledged that they could not get 
the work out and seemed to appreciate the 
kindly advice to go back to school. Some 
wanted Saturday afternoons off all the year 
round, others could not get down at 8 o'clock, 
and still others were not just ready to start 
to work. 

Then came a different sort of person—a N. 
tle lady from a small country town. She 
boasted of no experience, she was not self- 
assertive, she did not think f would be a 
hardship to get down at 8 in the morning, 
and she could do good work ané put the words 
in their proper places. When my employer 
had looked over her work he asked her if she 
could go to work the next day. She replied 
that she could go to work then ff he wanted 
hee ta ard cho AtA Crara @ Nrn.

eitement. One of these methods is known 
as the “ pre-organization ” offering. A com- 
pany is projected for any amount of capital 
stock that may be thought advisable by the 
promoter, the millions of dollars (on paper) 
concerned being governed by the price at 
which the stock is being sold. 

A $5,000,000 organization having stock of 
the par value of $1 a share, but placing the- 
stock at 1 cent a share, becomes ly a 
680,000 enterprise. The pre-organization or- 
fering is generally at a low figure, such as 
1 cent a share, and the investors are told 
that, upon the organization of the company, 
treasury stock will not be offered for less 
than 10 cents a share. 

Beeing what they believe to be an imme 
diate net profit of 900 per cent, they take 
advantage of the offering, looking upon the 
percentage of their gains instead of upon 
the property in question. A great many of 
these companies are never formed after the 
pre-organigation stock has been 90¹d. 

Another pet scheme, that has been worked 
time and time again, is to float a parent 
corporation, placing the stock at par or near 
it The company owns nothing, Dut its ob- 
ject is to organize other enterprises that 
will possess something, retaining in each 
ene the control of the stock. The promoter 
agrees not personally to appropriate one 
share of the stock in the subsidiary com- 
panies unless he pays the current price for 

* * 


promoter in Supreme Control. 

The postoffice department in Washington 
issued a fraud order against an outfit of this 
type in Boulder, Colo., and proved that the 
promoter owned the control in the parent 
Organization. As that company controlled 
the subsidiary companies, it was plain that 
this promoter absolutely dictated the poli- 
dies of every one of his concerns. 

He became 80 indiscreet as to boast in the 
circulars mailed to his stockholders that he 
had a competency for life from his income 
in ‘salaries and commissions, amounting to 
several thousand dollars a year. He had 
gathered in well in excess of $1,000,000, hav- 
ing sold stock to more than 6,000 persons. 
The only tangible asset that could be found 
was a subdivision in the outskirts of Boujder, 
Colo. The total value of this piece of land 
Was perhaps not over 2 per cent of the funds 
he had secured from investors. It 
was not the intrinsic, or even prospective, 
worth of any one property that appealed to 
these people so much as the prospect of sud- 
den wealth through making a promotion mar-

They were immense- 
ly satisfied, too, so long as stock could be 
sold in these various corporations and the 
parent company could pay dividends, over 
half of which went to the promoter. The 
stocks of these various companies had an 
active market value, although it is doubtful 
if 6 per cent of the total investments could 
be accounted for by any marketable assets. 

There have been cases where promotion ad- 
vértising has absolutely falsified. One of 
thése, which was floated from Denver, Colo., 
was founded on tle assertion. clearly made, 
that the property adjoined the great Mizpah 
mine in Tonopah, Nev. It was actually 
twenty-four miles distant, out on the desert. 

Frauds of this type became common, but 
they were such flagrant breaches of the law 
operations along those lines became difficult. 

Many misieading prospectuses and adver- 
tisements have been made possible by the 

/Wberal use of photographs. The promoter of 
ofl propositions will print cuts of gushers, 
pumping wells, refineries, etc., as belonging 
to adjacent enterprises,

Course of Beauty Regime Needed. 

If you want to see how much you can Im- 
prove yourself by judicious makeup, bring 
out your ever friendly hand mirror, and, 
standing close to the window, take a good 
look at yourself. It will not flatter; it will 
pick out every one of your tmperfections. 

You probably will find that you have a few 
stray blackheads, that your eyebrows need 
brushing into shape, that your hair might be 
arranged in a more becoming manner around 
your face, and that your complexion is differ- 
ent from what it was when you were 16. 

A course of beauty régime is what you need, 
but until you can see the wisdom of that you 
can patch up the difficulty well for a few 
hours with a few cosmetics and a little com- 
mon sense. 

You must understand that makeup for day- 
light is different from that for evening, but if 
you are going on the street wash your face 
carefully and smear it well with cold cream.

Skin Should Pat Powder, 

Be careful to shade this tint back to the 
hair and down toward the mouth and deepen 
the pink a little on the chin. Some women 
Mke a little pink on the ears. This should 
be put upon the lobes only. After the rouge 
has been used carefully, go all over the face 
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with powder. Do not beafraid of it; dust the 
face plentifully and then wipe off with cotton 
made into a powder puff. 

You can leave the face quite thick with 
powder if you are dressing leisurely, as it 
takes about an hour for powder or makeup 
of any kind to assimilate with the skn; so 
one should powder the face at least an hour 
before going out. One of the many reasons 
why so many women look so ertificial is be- 
cause they have waited until the last moment 
to fix up their faces. 

After you have blended the powder to your 
satisfaction brush out your eyebrows or eye- 
lashes, and if they are thin put a little mas- 
cara on them, being careful to darken only 
the hair and not the skin underneath, as that 
hardens one’s appearance greatly. 

I take a great deal of pains with my throat, 
gently massaging it with cold cream before 
putting on the powder, and then rubbing it 
with the hands. After the work is all finished 
I have found that the best of blenders is one 
of the little brushes used fora baby’s hair; 
it is quite as fine for daylight makeup as the 
hare’s foot is for the stage.

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Braiding Ple Pleasant Handiwork. 


Brajding is rich and effective looking if 
judiciously used, and inexpensive as well if 
done At home, and it certainly deserves the 
popularity it has had, and is still having. 

It is fascinating work in one respect, that 
it grows so rapidly under one’s fingers, and, 
while practice is needed to become expert in 
this, as in any other branch of work, it fs 

by me means so difficult as to be discourag- 
ing. 

Formerly when braiding was in fashion it 
Was seen only on heavy materials, prefer- 
ably broadcloths, but some time ago it was 
found that it would lend itself perfectly toa 
wide range of materials. From the fine nets, 
mousselines, and chiffons to broadcloths is 
its present range, and ſt is as effective on the 
celicate materials as on the heavier ones. 

Summer dresses and suits, blouses, both 
wos dle and those that are not, beits, bags, 
and suits mace cf all materials from satin to 
velvet are seen most beautifully braided. 

At first it was only possible to buy. braid 
in black and white, it being necessary to have 
the dycing done it one wanted some color. 
Then, too. there was by no means the aseort- 
ment of widths or varieties of braid that 
there is now, so in many respects the work 
of braiding is greatly facilitated. Braiding 
is most effectively combined at present with 
designs done in beads or in some embroidery 
stitch, and of course it is used by itself to 
A great extent. 

Soutache in the narrow widths is the most 
commonly used for braiding designs, besides 
which the pat tall and fine cord braids 
can also be used. 

‘lake a skirt panel in broadcloth, for in. 
stance. This will probably be narrow at the 
top end widen out more or less at the bottom. 
Be gure that the broadcloth is cut with the 
nap running down the right way and then 
baste a piece of soft crinoline or the thin- 
nest and softest quality of tallor's canvas 
to the wrong side. This will help to keep 
the broadcloth from puckering. The out- 
line of the panel is then basted in and the 
design stamped on. 

It is no longer considered absolutely nec- 
essary to have an unbroken design, although 
the fewer breaks there are the easier the 


\werk will be. 
At the starting place punch a hole in the. 


material with a small stiletto and push one 
end of the soutache through. Wind a piece 
ot thread around the end of the braid to a 
depth of a half inch or fo and then catch 
this braid end lightly but firmly to the cloth. 
Do not take the stitches through or pull 
them so tight as to make a dent in the out- 
side. 

Silk thread is better to use than cotton. 
as the latter fades sometimes, and when 
this is the case and even a fraction of the 
thread shows it takes away from the nice 
appearance. 

There is a sort of trick in holding the braid 
under the left thumb so it will be neither too 
tight nor too loose, for the braid must not be 
fulled or drawn tight, but simply held easily. 
The braid must be held firmly enough to pre- 
vent its wabbling and getting even a little 
off the line. The stitches are running ones, 
small and evenly taken. They should go 
through to the background of the material, 
but on the braid side they should just escape 
the upper surface. If one goes carefully to 
work it will not take a great while to learn 
how to draw the thread just tight enough, 
ard it is a good idea to make every fourth 
or fifth stitch a backstitch. 

It is better to sew the narrow braid or. 
through the center and it will then be possible 
to press it fromthe wrong side, laying it on 
a well padded board. Where a — cor- 


ner is to be turned in the braid hold the cor- 
ner firmly down with backstitches. Where 
a deep curve is to be made press it firmly 
under the left thumb and it will assume the 
curve perfectly, provided, of courge, that the 
stitches follow quickly enongh «od ere taken 
close enough together. 

Wherever there ts a break in the design, 
carry the braid through to the wrong side. 
the same as in the beginning. 

Tt is more difficult to sew the braid so it 
stands on one end, as it wera, but it is so 
pretty when combined with the flatly sewed 
way that it is worth trying. Sew the braid 
to the cloth along the edge nearest you, using 
tiny invisible slip. stitches, 

When there are @ great many yards of 
braid to be sewed on it may be better to do it 
by machine, and @ braider attachment is not 
a necessity. The tension must be loose and 
the presser foot should be short, so the line 
can be easily followed. It is a good idea, 
where the braider ig not used and the stamp- 
ing is done on the right side, to baste a couple 
of thicknesses of paper on the wrong side; 
this will help keep the work straight. Where 
the attachment ts used, the stamping should 
he done on the wrong side of the material. 

At the end of the design the braid is carried 
through to the wrong side and fastened. You 
must not forget to wind thread around the 
end to prevent its raveling. 

For hratding or net the stamped design had 
better be basted to the wrong side of the 


net, the basting put one-half inch outside

of the pattern. Or the pattern may be trans- 
ferred to a strip of sateen and this basted 
to the wrong side of the net. 

A long, separate cloth coat was given just 
the right finishing touch by a pointed shaped 
collar in black velvet hanging down over the 
square shaped sailor collar of the coat ma- 
terial. This velvet collar had a silk tasse“ 
hanging from the point, and there was e 
braiding design outlining the edges two- 
thirds of the way to the neck. Velvet is by 
no means easy to braid on, though, on ac- 
count of the nap. 

Probably the easiest way where it seems too 
difficult to stamp the pattern successfully 
on the right side is to lay the velvet righ* 
side down, on a drawing boerd. and fasten 
firmly with thumb tacks. Be sure that there 
are enough used to hold the velvet exactly 
in place. Have the design you wish to trans- 
fer traced on tracing paper. Fasten this in 
place on the wrong side of the velvet with 
tacks, and then with a blunt pointed soft lead 
pencil carefully trace the design on the wrong 
side of the velvet. 

Try to keep a firm and even pressure and 
go slowly enough to trace exactly in the 
right lines. Remove the tacks and you will 
find an imprint of the design on the right 
side of the velvet. The lines will be slightly 
sunken in the velvet and it will not be dim 
cult to do the braiding. If the design is to> 
large for these impressions to last in even 
a careful hand:ing of the material, stamp- 
ing should be attempted.

Good Cranberry Sauce. 


The proper accompaniment of roast goose 
is apple sauce. If you must have cranberry 
sauce, let it be that, and not cranberry jelly. 
The sauce goes further and is as well liked 
by a majority of persons. 

CRANBERRY SAUCE.—Wash end pick 
over carefully a quart of cranberries. Put 
into the inner vessel of a farina kettle; add 
a cupful of water and cover. Fill the outer 
boiler with hot water, and cook until tha 
berries are soft and broken to pieces. Now 
stir in sugar to taste; cook for a minute—no 
longer—and turn out into a bowl. 


Coffee sugar will sweeten the sauce as 
well as and better than granulated, and isa 
trifle cheaper. | 

You are hopeless of being able to make 
pumpkin pies for Thanksgiving, and I do 
not wonder! “ Family pastry,” as usually 
presented to us, is a miserable caricature of 
the right article. If you cannot afford to 
use enough butter to bring forth flakey, 
light paste, make none! What say you to 
baking the pumpkin mixture without a 
crust at bottom or top? As follows: 

PUMPKIN PUDDING.—To a full pint of 
stewed pumpkin that has been put through 
the colander, add the beaten yolks of four 
eggs and a cupful of sugar. Stir into this 
a quart of milk, a teaspoonful of ground 
cinnamon, mace, and nutmeg mixed, and, if 
you Uke, a little ginger. Lastly, stir in the 
whites of two eggs whipped stiff. Turn into 
a buttered pudding dish and bake, covered 
for half an hour, then brown. A few min- 
utes before drawing it from the oven spread 
on the top a méringue made of the reserved 
whites, two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
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sugar, and a teaspoonful of lemon juice. 
Shut up in the oven long enough to form the 
méringue and to tinge it lightly with golden 
brown. Hat cold. 

Take my word for it, that you will find 
this pudding every whit as palatable as 
when the mixture is baked in a pastry lin- 
ing, and far more wholesome. The lower 
crust of any pie that contains milk is likely 
to be soggy and unwholesome for young— 
or old—stomachs. You have saved butter, 
flour, and lots of time by making the pud- 
ding instead of the pie.

Good Cheap Pudding. 


Perhaps you may vary the menu by hav- 
ing Uke wle a— 


SWEET POTATO PUDDING.—Parboil, 
peel, and, when they are cold, grate acupful 
of sweet potatoes. That is, enough pota- 
toes to fill the balf pint cup when grated. 
Rub to @ cream a tablespoonfu! of butter 
and half a cup of sugar. Add to this the 
beaten yolks of two eggs, half a teaspoon- 
ful each of ground cinnamon and mace, the 
juice and grated rind of half a lemon, and 
beat hard for a minute. Then fold in the 
whites of the eggs, beaten stiff. Pour into 
a buttered pudding dish and bake, covered, 
half an hour, then brown. 

IRISH POTATO PUDDING.—Is made 
according to the foregoing recipe, but 
rather more sugar is needed to make it as 
sweet. 

If. yuu are not a-weary of substitutes, let 
me tell you of a few that may take honor- 

Able rank upon any,table without a suspi- 
cion that they are makeshifts: 

MOCK OYSPER BISQUEP.—Scrape and 
trim a bunch of oyster plant, cut into inch 
lengths, and after leaving it in cold water 
half an hour, cook very soft in a pint anda 
half of salted water. Drain, and rub the 
vegetable through the colander or press 
back into the water In which it was cooked. 

Set over the flre and bring to a gentle boil. 
Season with celery salt and white pepper 
before stirring into it two cupfuls of hot 
milk. scalded with a bit of soda dropped in 
to prevent eurdling. Lastly, stir into the 
saucepan a white roux,“ made by heating 
two tablespoonfuls of butter in a pan, work- 
ing into it while it is over the fire a table- 
spoonful of flour and stirring smooth. Give 
a fina] boil of a minute, beating and stir- 
ring meanwhile, and pour out. 

The taste is so much like that of oyster 
bisque that one hardly regrets the absence 
of the bivalve, and it costs one-third as 
much. 2 : 

MOCK ROAST DUCK-Grind er chop to- 
gether a pound of lean, raw beef and half 
a pound of sausage meat. Shell and blanch 
half a pound of almonds, let them dry out 
in an open oven and grind them fine. Mix 
all these together and season with a tea- 
spoonful of powdered sage. one of strained 
onion juice, and salt and pepper to taste. 
Form with your hands into an oblong roll. 
You may exercise your ingenuity by mold 
ing it into something that may be recog- 


nized as the form of a duck. Sift fine 
crumbs all over it, and lay in the covered 
roaster Strain a ten-cent can of chicken 
soup; heat it to boiling, and pour about the 
“duck” when he is in place. Bake slowly 
for an hour, covered, basting six times, 
carefully, not to dislodge the crumbs. 
Then uncover and cook half an hour 
longer, basting often. Transfer to a hot 
platter and set over boiling water, while 
you thicken the gravy in the pan with 
browned flour, adding a teaspoonful of 
kitchen bouquet. Boil up and pour a few 
spoonfuls over the “duck,” the rest int 
@ gravy-boat. : 

The real fow! would have been charged 
to vou at 30 cents per pound. You cag put 
the imitation into the watering mouths of 
John and the boys for about 30 cents as a 
whole. 


Let me commend to you the same com- 
pound, as we often have it upon our table, 
baked in a cake-mold with a funnel In the 
center: Bananas, sliced lengthwise, are 
laid about it in the cooking. and when ‘all 
are done to a turn, some of the bananas are 
arranged in the center of the hole and 
trained over the top of the mold in sery- 
ing. The rest garnish the bottom.

Economical Everyday Dishes. 

There are more Ways of preparing and 
serving economical dishes for family fare 
than I could write about were I to take all 
day for the task. I wish, from the core of 
my heart, that I could play good fairy and 
set a full breasted gobbler, done to a charm 
and smoking hot, upon your table at 
Thanksgiving time.

Cleanse and boil for an hour three pounds 
of honeycomb tripe and thrée pounds cf 
‘velvet’ tripe. At the end of the hour 
pour off the water; add fresh boiling hot 
from the kettle and cook until the tripe 
is tender. In another kettle boll a knuckle 
of veal slowly for three hours. Then cut 
‘the lean meat and the tripe into Inch pieces 
and return to the veal broth. Pour into this 
kettle more than half of the tripe broth 
and add a tablespoonful of sweet marjoram 
(dried) and summer savory with thyme. 
Mix the dried herbs well together before 
they go into the broth and use rather more 
of the thyme than of either of the others. 
Now put into the pot a few peppercorns, 
one red pepper (minced), and salt to taste. 
Cut raw white potatoes into small cubes; 
make small, light dumplings—not larger 
than a marbie—drop into the boiling pot and 
cook thirty minutes. 

“You have now the real old fashioned 
Pepper Pot. 

“This recipe should make rather more 
than a gallon. When cold (if it is not all 
eaten while hot) it should form a perfect 
jelly. It will keep for a week, and is as 
good when warmed up as at first, not losing 
its flavor. If desired, a few allevice may 
be added. We do this sometimes, but it is 
not so good agin the original state. 


“ You probably will have other recipes for 
this toothsome soup. S. A. H.“ 

Thanks from the Corner and from the 
editor thereof go to you in full measure. I 
have never eaten Pepper Pot as concocted 
according to your venerable and unques- 
tionably authentic recipe. Nor did I know 
until now that it was reckoned a soup.” 


I fancied it was a middle states version of 
the celebrated New England boiled din- 
ner.“ and served as three courses in one 
all filling and satisfying whole. Was it 
eaten with all the tripe—honeycomb and 
velvet—the veal, the potatoes, and dump- 
lings in it?

In this case the tickets are never 
sent to the guests, as all meet at dinner and 
together go to the theater afterward. 

If there is a dinner betore the per- 
formance, the host or hostess is expected to 
supply conveyances In which the guests go 
from the house or café to the theater or 
opera, but as a rule guests supply their own 
carriages in which to go from the theater 
or opera house to their homes. 

If there is a supper after the theater, 
the conveyances must be supplied by the 
host to take the guests from the theater to 
the place where the supper is to be served. 

Theater parties are a favorite form of 
bachelor hospitality. A married woman ig, 
of course. asked to act as chaperon, and her 
name mentioned in the invitations. A prompt 
answer should be given to an invit&tion for 
a theater or opera party, for, as at a formal 
Cinner or luncheon. if a guest is unable to 
attend some one must be asked in his or her 
place. 

In a large city a girl who moves in fashion- 
able circles is chaperoned always to the 
theater and the opera. In other sets which 
lay no claim to smartness, it is not con- 
sidered necessary for a chaperon to accom- 
pany two young people who are well ac- 
quainted. However, there should not be late 
suppers after the theater unless there is 
some older person with the couple to satisfy 
conventions.

theater, he is the one who should do the 
ordering. He should sult the woman's 
tastes as to what 16 to be served, but he is 
the one who gives all orders to the waiter. 
Chicken, lobster, crab meat, etc., prepared m 
a chafing dish, are always tempting. and one 
order is usually sufficient. A salad or some 
dessert, such as ice cream, an ice, or French 
pastry, with coffee, completes the menu for 
a satisfactory and satisfying supper.

at the latter time, but they must contain 
no candy or sweets. Chicken or turkey, 
plain cake, jelly, and such goodies are per- 
miseible. During the year there can be 
nothing eatable whatever sent to the school, 
as the directors find that it interferes with 
the boy’s digestion and ability to do good 
work.

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HEN John D. Rockefeller 
moved to his fall and spring 
estate at Tarrytown, N. Y., a 
few weeks ago he so far over 
came his traditional dislike for 
publicity as to permit of his 
wonderful Pocantico Hills gardens being 
photographed. 

These gardens, it may be said, furnish 
striking evidence of the fact that the vision 
of the American multimillionaire is not en- 
tirely obscured by sordid money making. 
The world is familiar with the altruistic 
tendencies of men like Andrew Carnegie and 
Henry Phipps and the patronage of art by 
J. Pierpont Morgan, but, to the average 
man’s knowledge, Mr. Rockefeller, despite 
his munificent endowment of education and 
scientific research, has not hitherto been 
identified with any large esthetic enterprise. 

Yet, in the group of gardens built at his 
direction and under his more or less constant 
personal supervision, there is embodied 3 
work which sets a new standard for a certain 
kind H American achievement. 

Although Mr. Rockefeller has made the 
Pocantico Hills estate his spring and fall 
residence for perhaps ten years it was not 
until four years ago that he conceived the 
idea of establishing an elaborate system of 
gardens on the place, and it was a year 
later before the first earth was turned in 
carrying out the project. g 

* * 
House on Brow of Hill. 

When the oil magnate acquired the orig- 
inal tract of land there was on it a simple 
wooden house which he occupied for a part 
of each year. But the charm of the sur- 
rounding landscape, which is hilly and wood- 
ed and affords from the heights many beau- 
tiful views of the Hudson river, appealed 
to him so strongly that he decided to build 
a more comfortable stone structure. The 
site sélected was on the brow of a hill about 
500 feet above the Hudson and some two 
miles to the east of it. 

Seon after the house was started Mr. 
Rockefeller began to feel the need of a more 
consistent environment. The rugged sim- 
plicity of the estate immediately surround- 
ing the house was practically unbroken save 
by a road that wourd up to the eminence. 
He first planned to build a simple parapet 
and to use the flowers from his greenhouses 
to ornament an already existing small formal 
garden. But as the house, grew he realized 
more and more that it would require an 
elaborate setting. He therefore sought the 
advice of a specialist in landscape garden- 
ing, with the result that a scheme for a se- 
ries of terraces, open and inclosed gardens, 
and waterways was decided upon. 4 

The imposing, yet graceful, entrance to 
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the estate is the first feature to claim the 
attention of the visitor who drives out from 
Tarrytown. It is a superb grilled iron gate- 
way of Italian design. The high iron fence 
surrounding the place is of a similar design. 
typposite the gateway is a charming exedra 
fountain of marble. Water spouts from the 
mouths of three carved stone masks, the 
central face being that of a smiling girl and 
the other two men, one of whom is grinning 
and the other scowling. in jealous rage. 
There are lights in the heads of the fountain, 
making three bright streams of water at night, 
and bulbs sunk around the rim of the basin 
throw rippling reflections from the waving 
water on to the surface of the niche above. 

This is a detail that applies to the whole 
series of improvements. Every waterfall, 
brook, and fountain is electrically equipped, 
and in some instances with colored globes. 
There are many forms of light posts in spe- 
cial places, and Japanese lanterns are keyed 
in the iron grilles, suspended from the per- 
gola roofs, and bracketed from the walls. 
This treatment, which renders the garden 
as usable by night as by day, is practically 
new in landscape gardening. 

Passing through the big iron gates and the 
forecourt, one reaches the house, which is 
surrounded by a gilass-inclosed porch. From 
the south end of this porch is visible a 
scene of great beauty. Here is a sunken 
garden with unadorned grass panels en- 
Hvened by bands of flowers in the borders 
and edged with box and with accents 
ef clipped trees brought from Holland. 
Through the center of this garden flows a 
canal, which begins in a cascade in front 
of a stone tea house and ends in a monolith 
¢ountain. The water first gushes from the 
pedestal of a statue and falls over steps into 
a basin filled with lilies and other water 
plants below. Leaving the basin, the water 
fiows down the canal, playing in the air at 
various points along its course. 

* *s 
Each Basin Luminous Bouquet. 

Perhaps the most effective lighting of all 
the water treatments occurs in the sunken 
garden. Here the cascades are lighted and 
each little basin in the canal forms a lu- 
minous bouguet along the central path. 


The tea house already referred to is one o1 
the most charming details of this particular 
part of the gardens. The exterior is of 
rough stone and the interior of white mar- 
ble. The openings on the tea house are fur- 
nished with window sashes which may be 
removed in summer, but in all seasons the 
whole place is flooded with light. Ak the 
rear is a little balcony overlooking another 
detached inclosure known as the morning 
garden ‘because it catches the early morn- 
ing sun. 

Near the tennis court is the Wilderness 
brook, which has its source in a pool at the 
south end of the sunken garden. This pool is 
apparently fed by springs, the water dripping 
from stalactites in a deep grotto at the side 
of a great rock, and the overhuze boulders 
which flank the opening. Winding steps lead 
to the top of the great rock, where is found 
a miniature garden, some twenty feet square, 
sheltered by an enormous umbrella tree. 

* * 


Greek Temple a Classic. 

Turning your head, you immediately find 
inspiration to continue your wanderings. At 
the end of a cool, almost mysterious grove 
gleam the proportions of a classic Greek 
temple. The outside of the temple is bare of 
ornament, but the interior of the dome is 
richly decorated in blue and gold. The foun- 
dation of the temple has been converted into 
acave. The entrance to the cavern is through 
a bronze door, and the interior is a noble 
room with a vaulted ceiling supported by 
splendid columns of carved stone. In one 
wall is a grotto where a fountain plays, and 
in the center is a magnificent urn on a marble 
pedestal. From the cavern a tunnel leads 
under the arbor terrace straight to the house. 
This is an ingenious idea, since if it begins 
to rain when one is in the vicinity he can 
reach the house without getting wet. 

Skirting the temple, one follows a path 
which leads to a long arbor forming the 
western wall of the inclosed ga den. The 
arbor is of lattice construction, ai d the color 
scheme is lavender and white, conforming 
with ‘the wistaria vines that trail over it. 
Passing through the arbor, one arrives at the 
summit of a group of terraces which lead 
down the slopes toward the river. These ter- 
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races form, perhaps, the most spectacular 
feature of the whole garden plan. 4 double 
ramp with frequent landings descends so grad - 
ually that one scarcely realizes he has gone 
down more than half a dozen feet, when sud- 
denly he finds himself on the middle or orange 
tree terrace, so called because its principal 
decoration is a row of orange trees unsur- 
passed for size and perfection. 
* 
Trees 400 Years Old. 

These trees are not less than 400 years old. 
They were bought at auction from an old 
French chateau near Le Mand, and in com- 
petition, as it turned out, against a repre- 
sentative of the French house of Rothschilds. 
The Rockefeller representative bid on the 
first tree until the price soared to a point 
which caused the Frenchman to drop. out. 
The American then calmly announced that 
he would take the whole lot at the same 
figure. 

Descending from the orange tree terrace by 
another easy and graceful incline, one comes 
to the second or middle terrace,.on which 
are three large rock rimmed pools. The cen- 
tral pool was built with steps at the ends, 
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pool. Beneath its coping stones a water pipe, 
pierced at frequent intervals with fan shaped 
outlets, is run. These ‘outlets serve to spread 
the water, which comes with sufficient force 
to throw it twelve or fifteen feet toward the 
center of the pool in a perfect mist, so that 
when the sun is shining a myriad of rainbows 
fills the air. The same effect is gained at 
night by turning on a multitude of tiny elec 
tric bulbs studding the rim. 

As one leaves the swimming pool terrace, 
wondering when the variety is going to end. 
his ear is gteeted by the sound of water 
trickling over stony beds. Exploring farther, 
he comes upon a charming little brook which 
gushes out of a huge rock. This brook is 
formed by the water from the swimming pools 
and fountains, which is conducted under- 
ground to the edge of the outermost terrace 
and then brought forth again as already de 
scribed. It skips and dances over picturesque 
stones, forming waterfalls and lakes, under 
bamboo bridges, and on through a most allur- 
ing little water garden filled with lotus. The 
edges. of the brook are set with alternating 
large and small stones in characteristic Japa, 
nese fashion, and it is planted along its bank; 


under the water, and is used as a swimming with dwarf plants and shade trees.

Modern Establishment Means Work. 

It is an enormous task, that of keeping the 
machinery going of a large and well ap- 
pojnted establishment. Dismantling the sum- 
mer house and putting the winter quarters 
into habitable shape constitutes as much 
work as the average business man does dur- 
ing the fall season. Even the housewife 
who has a housekeeper, to whom she says 
Put away the summer curtains and get out 
the winter ones, usually ends by doing some 
part of the work thereof herself.

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Indiana House Good Type 


of Business W oman’s Home. 


HERE are 4 number of associations in 
Chicago whose purpose it is to give 
business women a home at small cost 
and to protect the out of town gifl who 
comes here without friends in the city. 
The most interesting and unusual of these 
places is the Indiana house at 12 East In- 
diana street. It differs from the others be- 
cause it is run op the plan of a small hotel, 
with all the comforts of privacy of an as- 
sociation. Like the Martha Washington 
hotel in New York, it was designed as a 
place for business women alone. 
The Indiana house was started some years 


“ago by a group of Chicago women who were 


interested in the business woman and her 
needs. It grew so rapidly that a few years 
ago the place was found too small, and a 
new four story building was put up on the 
old site. Among the women who have been 
especially interested in, this work are Mrs. 
William 8. Monroe, Mrs. Eugene 8. Pike, 
Mrs. J. Alexander Waller, Mrs. Josiah Mc- 
Roberts, Mrs. Joseph Gunsaulus, Mrs, John 
R. Adams, Mrs. E. A. Otis, Mrs. S. P. Childs, 
and Miss Adela Brrett. 

Any business woman can stay here in- 
definitely or for a few weeks. Though it is 
strictly a woman's hotel the women are 
allowed to receive callers whenever they 
like. Though the place is not run to make 
money it is self-supporting. The women pay 
anywhere from $3,25 to 56 a week, according 
to the size and location of the room. The 
rooms are well furnished, and although there 
are no private bathe, there are three beau- 
tiful bathrooms on a floor. In the basement 
are washrooms where the girls can do their 
own washing free, only paying for the = 
they use. 

The house serves three meals a day, par 
a change in the menu at every meal, On 
the main floor is the large dining room that 
can accommodate more then 100 guests, 
There le a large colonial library with its large 
brick hearth, many well filled bookcases, and 
plenty of lounging chairs. The center of 
the room has a large table with most of the 
current megazines. 

Adjoining is a suite of small reception 
rooms and a good size music room. They 
are planned so that they can be thrown into 
one room for dances, musicals, and maskue- 
rades. There is also a large sewing room 
on the first floor with sewing machines and 
cutting tables. These are open at all times 
to the women who are living at the hotel. The 
other three floors are given over to bed- 
rooms.
